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NOTE TO THE El^GLISH TEANSLATIOF. 



Owing to the slight difference of the Austrian grain 
from ours, the prescriptions have not always the quantities 
identical with those of the author. 

Those prescriptions that deal with soHds are rendered, 
however, practically the same as the original ones. 

Those that deal with liquids are also practically the 
same as the original ones wherever the signs f3, fS, &c., 
and not 3 and 5 have been used. In the last case 
(fluids designated by 3 and §) the prescriptions may be 
used as they stand; but those who wish to have Dr 
Dillnberger's exact proportions, must have the liquids 
weighed, not measured, and must count the drachm at 
68 grs., making its divisions (3 scruples) and multiples 
(one ounce = 8 drachms) to correspond. 

Everything enclosed in square brackets so [ ], as also 
all notes except those to which "Author's note" is 
appended, have been added by the translator.

Metracinesk—Feebhwss of Pains. 

The treatment at feebleness of the labour ptiine may 
be naturally arranged according to the different perioilH 
of the labour. In the first stage, or that of the opening 
of the OB uleri, the dietaiy is the moat important point. 
The physician must see that the patient has easily digest- 
ible food, fresh air, moderate warmth, warm coverings 
for the feet, regular evacuations of the bladder and 
bowels, refreshing drinks, a comfortahle posture, and 
proper bed-clothes. When there is general bodily weak- 
ness, give beef-tea with egg, wine-soup,* a little wine 
(Tokay, Euater, Menes, &c.t). If the neck of the 
nt^UB haa disappeared, the external os has got well 
dilated, ami the cranium can be clearly felt lying not far 
EVom the membranes ; then, according to Eraun, theso 
may be ruptured (the mother lying on her aide). In-

paina. Braun rDcommenda the kneading * of tlie womb 
through the fthdominal walla only at a stage when a 
happy termination to the labour ia to he expected after 
a few contractions. The cafaplaeme^ ^havffanta [pain- 
exciting cataplaama], consisting of linen, several times 
folded, steeped in cold water and wrung out, then laid 
over the abdomen, covered with a diy woolleu cloth 
and left till dry, are employed with good effect, both iu 
the second (exit) and in the third (afterbirth) period of 
latour. Ethereal subatancee — alcohol, Hof&nan's haha- 
muw, viife,\ ethereal oils, eau de cologne, &c., dropped 
on the abdomen, may also arouse reflex, movements in 
the uterus. Sucldng the nipples is another thing that 
increases the activity of the pains, especially when there 
is hemiparesisj of the uterus. 

In. the third or aftertirth-stt^e, hemorrhage is what 
we have to resist. This is stayed by kneading * the 
womb, in consequence of which the eoagula of blood 
are pushed out, its volume ia diminished, and it is maile 
more capable of contraction. K this grasping baa not 
the desired result, Braun teaches that the eoagula and 
the placenta should be removed by introducing the 
hand well oiled j at which juncture, too, if there be 
little loss of blood and moderate contraction of the 
womb, cold injections into the umbilical vein may bt 
employed, viz., by cutting through the cord, introducing 
a quill or a syringe-nozzle of bone into the vein, making 
it feat, and injecting cold water with a syringe. Cold 
iiyeotions into the caVity of the womb are more suited

tincture of cinnamon, ethereal tinctupe of the acetate of 
iron, &c., are indicated. If the patient faints, various 
smelling substances are required — acetic acid, acetic 
ether, ammonia, &c. When there is anaemia to the 
greatest possible extent, transfusion i» recommended ; 
and some, too, have carried iii out successfully. In 
order to provide against the return of the hemorrhage, 
the hardness of the uterus must be repeatedly ascer- 
tained by laying the hand on it, and, as an additional 
means, ergotin (12, 68) should be prescribed. 

Metrypercinesls — Excessive Activity of the Pains. 

Among all the means for mitigating excess of paius, 
chloroform inhalations play the most important part, 
being the best means of preventing too rapid delivery. 
Local anaesthesia, with chloroform or any other pre- 
paration of ether, is less beneficial. Among the nar- 
cotics opium and its preparations (13-15), and Aqiia 
Laurocerasi are the most useful. Belladonna (16), too, 
is recommended by some. General warm baths, or the 
uterine douche, may be used with advantage in the first 
stage ; and the application of five or six dry cupping- 
glasses to the back or loins, works iu the same way, by 
producing local derivation and anaesthesia; while nothing 
is to be expected from venesection.

ABORTUS — MISC AKRI AI3K. 

6 general objeota of treatment are to preTent the 
oeeurrence o£ the abortion, and to moderate the flow of 
blood. Pregnant women, who have ah^ady aborted 
once or ofttner, must avoid every bodily and mental 
strain, take care not to catch cold, and avoid getting 
overheated ; and. also avoid coitus. They must have an 
easily digestible and unstimulating diet, look after the 
regular and easy evacuation of their bowels, and wear 
no tight-laced clothes. Elood-letting ia in no way indi- 
cated, because it excites pains, and pregnancy is easily 
interrupted by it. In cases where abortion can no longer 
be prevented, where the os is open, the membranes are 
ruptured and the waters have eacaped, or when parts of 
the fcetus have got into the vagina while the membranes

The 
best raeniia for this is colpeurysis," by which the bleed- 
ing ia stopped at once, and paint), widening of the 
cervix, and detachment of the decidua or of the placenta, 
are rapidly brought on. In the third stage of the 
abortion it is nacesaary, when there are threatening 
bleedings, or perilous symptoms, and when the cervix is 
pervioiia to the index finger, to detach artificially the 
fostna or its remains, and bring them out. In order to 
separate and remove with the hand the ovum, the 
placenta, or the remains of these and of the decidua, 
one should, according to Braun, pass the index finger 
of the right hand through the cervix into the cavity 
of the womb, pressing that organ downwards with tlw 
left hand laid upon the ahdomen, encircle the ovum, 
iletach the adhering parts by a oircidar movement, 
accomplished with moderate pressure on the uterine 
walla, extend the finger till it reaches the ftmdas, bond 
the last phalanx, and effect removal by drawing out 
the finger in the shape of a hook, while a rotating 
motion is communicated to the ovum. When d^ital 
extraction is very painful, in consequence of too firm 
adhesion of the remains of the ovum, when there ia 
apoamodic narrowing of the os internum, when metritiH 
is present, or the abdominal walls are very tender, this 
measure is rendered easier of accomplishment by the 
administration of chloroform to a mild extent. In the 
later months the removal of the ovum may he effected 
by the introduction of two fingers, the fcetal remains 
being grasped between them. Cold water or medicated 
injections iato the cavity of the womh, with a view 
to expelling the ovum or the retained placenta, must 
undertaken with the greatest eautioa. When the 
CoIpsiiryEia — eniployrnenl of tiie colpemynter (aae note, p. 4).

I'emainB of the plEicenta are retained, when there ia par- 
tial paresia of the uterine tissue, when there are gu^es 
of blood aud fungous granulations, Bmun retomniends 
repeated cauterisation of the inteiior of the uterus with 
lunar caustic, fur which purpose Chiari's porte-cauetique* 
is to be used.

This proceedingisinstitutod with crystalline, powdered 
or fluid caiistics. The one solid body used is the lapis 
infemalis (lunar caustic) ; a speculum, being introduced 
into the vagina, the part intended streaied over with 
the caustic, and the speculum gradually withdrawn. In 
order to make the cauterising painless, neutralisation 
should in some way be carried out just after the opera- 
tion;t and then, for ten to fifteen minutes, injectiona of 
lukewarm water may he thrown up, and tampon-halls of 
wadding introduced through the speculum and left for 
some time. The caustic must not be applied too often, 
hut at intervals of some days. — Caustic powders are ap- 
plied to the vagina by means of medicated suppositories. 
Vmta wax, lard, and the appropriate medicaments (alum, 
tannin, bismuth, zinc and copper preparations, &c.), a 
soft mass is ordered to be formed, and two or three such 
masses are to be put in the vagina daily. — Cauterising 
with fluids is managed by introducing a speculum while 
the patient lies on her side (so tiiat the point of the in- 
fltrumeat may he rather lower than the base), and then 
sending in a solution, more or less strong, of sulphate of 
Kinc, copper, tannin, nitrate of silver, &c., and drawing 
nut the speculum in order to satumte the walls of the 
v.BginB equally in all directions with the iluid. When 
"aid iiyected is very concentrated, neutralisation of 



it, or injoctions of lukewarm water, must be instittttei! 
after its introdnGtion. 

Oauterisation of the Vaginal pari of tfii: Womb. 
When this proceeding ia conducted hy means of solid 
caustic, a common caustic -carrier may be used for the 
purpose. Caustics in the shape of powder are scattered 
on a sponge or on a. plug of cotton-wool, and are brought 
in contact with the portio vaginalis through the speca- 
lum ; some plain cotton-wool plugs are then introduced. 
Fluid caustic is applied in the same way as for the va- 
gina, only the speculum must be carried far into the 
vagina, and but a small quantity of the fluid must be 
injected. When the parta have been thoroughly wetted 
with the Kquid for several seconds, this must be wiped 
up carefully with a hit of cotton-wool or of charpie, the 
speculum drawn back a little way, the caustic fluid diied 
up on all sides, a plug introduced, and the speculum with- 
drawn. The acid nitrate of mercury (liquor hydrargyri 
nitratis acidus) and tincture of iodine are heat ap- 
plied with a mop hearing charpie or lint, or with a 
camels'-hair pencil, because they cause smart pain when 
single drops enter the vi^nal pouch alone. Besides 
these things, the actual cautery at glowing heat, and 
sealing-wax in a melting state, are employed for cauter- 
ising file portio vaginaUa. A speculum, made of hom, 
ivory, wood, or any other bad conductor of heat, is, in- 
troduced as £tr as the part, which ia exposed, and 
brought for one or two seconds in contact with the hot 
iron, in order to change the morbid growths (pseudo- 
plasms) into a blackish-brown scurf. Melting sealing- 
wax is employed in this way, — a long stick of sealing- 
wax is heated, and the diseased parts are touched with 
^&e melting end. 

Cantsritation of the Mucous Membrane of the Cereix 

and Womb. 

For cauterising the interior of the womb lunar caustic 
' be used ; and is to be applied with the porte- 
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eaustique of Chiari wlien the cervix is narrow. This in- 
strument is like B, Simpson's sound, with a capsule an 
inch and half long, and two or three lines in hreadth, 
fixed at its extremity ; the capBole is made of platinum, 
and has ten holes in it. The screw of the capsule is 
four to five lines long. After two or three grains of the 
caustic have dropped outofthecapsTilo, the porte-cauatique 
ie removed slowly for a diatance of three inches out of the 
uterus, and ia then rapidly withdrawn from the vagina, 
and the latter filled with plugs of cotton wool, dipped 
in glycerine, oil, or pomade. Fluid caustic ia introduced 
into the uterus by an injection -tuhe. Braun uses a 
silver tube of the thickness and length of a male catheter ; 
the small limb is two inches long, and has six to eight 
windows, and at the (opposite) open end there is a fim- 
nel-shaped vertical opening for the purpose of charging 
the instrument easily with fluids. Having introduced 
the tube into the uterus to the depth of ijiree inches, 
Braun uses concentrated solutions of lunar caustic, tan- 
nin, perchloride of iron, tincture of iodine, liquor 
Eelostii,* acetic acid, &c. ; he prefers this proceeding to 
swabbing the interior of the uterus with camels'-hair 
pencils. This method is a, safe substitute for the injec- 
tions into the uterine cavity, which have been given up 
by accoucheurs on account of the serious misfortunes 
that often follow their exhibition. 
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Agalactia — Lack d/ Millc. 
In most cases the causes of lack of milk are disturb- 
ances of the digestive functions, and deficient assimila- 
tion, scanty meals or sour food containing vegetable 
matters, former lesioua of the breast glands, the advent 
of acute or chronic maladies, and advanced age. An 
n the quantity of milk secreted may be brought 
* Liqnor hydrargfri nitiutia acid. 
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alwat by putting tbe child to tho breast early and at 
regular interyals, by very nourisbing food containing 
starch, butter, and sugiii' (milk, rice, sago, groats, egge, 
meat, beer), by curing diarrhteas, and by giving up 
blood-letting during pregnancy. Some say they have 
observed an increased secretion of milk after using fen- 
nel or aniae seeds, dni (17, -18), &c., and also from the 
use of an induction-current. If tbe lack of milh depends 
on incomplete development of the milk-glands, every at- 
tempt at remedy is useless. Emotional aflections have a 
decided influence on the quantity of the secretion of milk. 
Chronic states of mental depression may diminish the 
amount of milk to a notable extent, and change its quality 
(by depriving it of the solid constituents). Menstrua- 
tion has generally no efl'ect on the flow of milk during 
the first sis months, but during the second six months 
tbe quantity of milk ia usually, in this case, smaUer. 

Galaclorrhixa — Excess of Milk. 
Everything that encourages the flow of milk ia to be 
ictly avoided. The diet must be unatimulating and 
or. The laxatives recommended are the sulphuric 
acid salts, sulphates of magnesia, potash, and soda 
(19—21), electuarium lenitivum (confeetio senuie), efier- 
vescing lemonade, and castor oil. Keeping the breasts 
cool, and washing them with cold water sometimes prove 
useful measures. When there is decided engorgement 
of the breast, and when painful milk-tumours are pre- 
sent, the breasts must be equally and continuously com- 
pressed, in order to evacuate tbe milk more quickly and 
completely ; for this purpose long towels are used, or 
bandages three inches broail, by which the breasts are 
eijually raised, and are pressed to the thorax. To get 
complete and uniform compression, there may be used, 
in addition, circular cushions of caoutchouc tilled witi 
(dr. Among the different contrivances for evacuating 
the miUt, caoutchouc suction-capsules (self-acting cupping 
glasses) are the best. A saturated solution of camphor 
in glycerine is also recommended for keeping down the 
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secretion of milk, this to be rubbed several times a day 
with a bit of flannel on the surface of the mammaB.

AMENORRHCEA, DTSMBNORRHCBA, ET MENORRHAGIA — DEFI- 
CIENT, TROUBLESOME, AND EXCESSIVE MENSTRUATION. 

Amenorrhosa — Deficient Menstruation. 

Treatment demands the removal of those errors and 
lesions which lie at the bottom of the malady. If the 
cause of the Amenorrhoea consists in some anomaly of 
the sexual organs, congenital or acquired, and such as 
cannot be remedied, or in some other irremediable

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treatment, of whatever sort, is uBelesa, If 
ttruation has been alieady established, the physician 
must convince himself by a careful examination whether 
or not pregnancy is the cause of the cessation of th6 
periods. Internally are used ; — aloes (22-24), myrrh 
(23-24), Bavine (25-28), crocus (24, 38, 29), and 
borax (29) ; more seldom herb millefoil, Genista Sptriea 
ulmaria, leaves of Dioama crenata, &c. AmenorrhtEa is 
often more certain to be cured by putting an end to 
serouB or bloody discharges irom various organs, by 
treating for an improved condition of the blood with 
good nourishment and a corresponding regimen, with 
iron (38-40, 93), preparatioEB of cinchona (36, 37, 65), 
cold washing, &c., than by the employment of emmena- 
gogues without any plan. For outward apphoation the 
following are useful : warm uterus-douche, brushing the 
mouth of the womb with tincture of iodine, leeches to 
the portio vaginalis uteri,* to the labia pudendi, to the 
inner sides of the thighs, or to the perineum, dry cup- 
pings and mustard poultices to the inner aides of the 
thighs, warm stimulating footbaths with mustard, 8and,f 
potash, or aqna regia, warm eitzbaths or half-baths ] 
baths at Ems, Pyiawariihj Schlangenbad, Laudeck, 
Neuhaus, Suliica, &c. J In many girls marriage is the

When there is evident hyper- 
aemia of the womb, several leeches to the portio vaginalis 
uteri or to the insides of the thighs, warm, soft poultices, 
or injections of lukewarm water, are very beneficial. 
When the dysmenorrhea is of nervous origin, some 
advantage is derivable from the application of warmth, 
warm baths, mustard poultices, or dry cuppings applied 
to the loins and thighs ; and internally from narcotics, 
especially opium (30, 33), morphia (31, 32), and Aqua 
Laurocerasi (32).

K. case of atresia of the womb the natural passage 
t be opened up, and the artiiicial opening be kepi 
patent. The operation ia performed with a trotor, with 
the uteiua-sound, or with a catheter, according to the 
thickness of the occluding tLssue; the dilatation, by intro- 
ducing metal bougies, by sponge tents, or by a uter- 
otome. If, during labour, atresia of the oa externum 
ia observed, Eraun teaches that in every caau of dis- 
placement of the OS from the proper axis of the pelvis, 
or of oonjecturally closed os, nothing should be done 
as long aa the portio yaginalia uteri has not dwindled 
and disappeared. When this comes to pass, the patient 
is to be laid on her side, in order to allevlute the sharp- 
ness of the pains ; and their effect ia to be awaited for 
several hours. If they are too strong aud ujgent, luke 
warm injections into the vagina wiU have a soothing 
effect ; aud the warm uterus-douche :{: also causes a 
stretching of the opposing membrane and dilatation of 
the OS uterL Mecbonical opening up of a thickisb mem- 
brane, arising in pregnancy, ia brought about in nearly 
all eases by the pressure of the finger in examining 
duiing a pain, and therefore Braun tbinks it unneces- 
sary to pierce the membrane with a uterine sound. 
Laying open the mouth of the uterus by incision — a pi'o- 
ceeding apt to cause bleeding- — or the perilous crucial

an operation must be performed as early as 
The united labia may, in a new-bom child, 
be drawn asunder, and subsequent reunion prevented, 
by the insertion into the vulva of linen cloths dipped 
in oil. If this proceeding is not effectual, a probe may 
be used to separate the labia. In older children, a bis- 
toury must be employed. During pregnancy, however, 
I ft closure of some duration must not be interfered with, 
I because abortion might easily result. The part of the 
embryo that presses downwards usually effects diaten- 
' tion of the atresia duriufr labonr. When the process 
' i long and painful, relief may be got from the warm 
uterine-douche or from injections. If the vaginal eon- 
I Bttiction is pressed down to the vulva by the descending 
' foetus, or if the constriction is hard, like a cicatrix, 
lateral shallow incisions must be made witli a bistonry. 
For atresia hymenalis [closure of the vagina by the 
hymeneal membrane], the liymen must be incised with 
a probe-pointed bistoury, or with a pointed scalpel run 
along a grooved director. When there is considerable 
thickness of the hymen, several small shallow crucial 
incisions are sometimes required.

The medical treatment can only be directed to with- 
standing the troublesome symptoms. The great num- 
ber of the so-called specific remedies for cancer, such 
as arsenic, mercury, preparations of iodine, chlorine and 
bromine, alum, animal charcoal, oonium, the harmless 
calendula, &c., &a., are some of them ineffectual, and 
I others too virulent, reducing still fiirther the consti- 
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out in any way injuring the bodily health. For the 
most part, however, no benefit results. Before the cancer 
and the skin have begun to grow together, recoTirse 
may he had (with due regard to the constitution of the 
patient and the urgency of the complaint) to local blood- 
letting, and to dispersing ointments and plasters, as iodide 
of potassium ointment (35 *), soap plaster, &c. By the 
use of tonics internally, try to maintain or improve the 
general condition. The means for that purpose are a 
nourishing diet, including beer orwine, cinchona (36, 65), 
quinine (37, 40), or iron (38-40). Pain and sleepless- 
ness may be relieved by narcotics, especially morphia 
and opium {13, 14, 32). When there is ulceration, 
poultices of chamomile, simple ointment, lead ointment, 
lead lotion, solutioiis of alum (9) and tannin (45), de- 
coction of cinchona, &c., are prescribed. Kemoval of 
the cancerous growth is effected cither by the cautery, 
by the knife, or by galvano-caustic apparatus. The 
caustics are to be employed only for patients who fear 
the knife, and only in those cases in which the cancer 
appears as a cutaneous growth, or at least is situated 
just under the skin, and has spread out most surface- 
wiae. A rather lai^e number of different substances 
may be quoted for this purpose, such as arsenic, chloride 
of anc, bromic chloride, cldoride of antimony, and chlo- 
ride of gold. Operative relief with a galvano-caustic 
inatnmient, or with the knife, ia in every way to be 
preferred.

CAROINOUA UTERI— ^)ANOEa OP THE WOMB. 

Seeing that, unhappily, no benefit is to be expectoU 
from any of the oft-recommended remedies for cancer 
of the hreasl, just alluded to, the treatment muBt, in all 
cases where entire removal of the morbid growth appears 
impossible, be directed towards the symptoms. In the 
first Rtages of the malady, when there is much determi- 
nation of blood towajda the pelvic viscera, a few leeches 
may be applied to the portio vaginalis uteri, or to the 
labia pndendi, and cold sitz-baths may be ordered. 
Every circumstance tending to produce congestion, such 
as bodily or mental strain, sexual enjoyment, and all 
irritating and indigestible articles of food, are to be 
strictly avoided. 'Die general condition of the patient 
must be kept up or improved by a sensible, easily- 
digestible, and strengthening diet, and by the admini- 
flttation of iron and quinine (36-40, 6fi). On the 
occurrence of hemorrhage to a mild extent, the things 
that are required in addition to a quiet, supine posture, 
and the adminietration of acid drinks (60-56), are in- 
jections of cold water, or of acid solutions of iron eaiU 
alum (9), or tannin (i5), and tamponing ; when

the bleeding is more vigorous, brush with acetic 
iiiject solutiou of caustic potash (46), or cauterise 
caoBtic potash, with tho galvano-cauatic porcelain bumi 
or with the actual cautery. Injectioi^ contaLoint,. 
chloride of lime are the proper remedy for fetid difrl 
charges, along with strict cleanline^. For the various 
accompanying pains, and for the Bleepleaaneas that they 
occasion, opiatea, and especially morphia and opium, 
are given both internally (13, H, 32) and estemally 
(15, 48, i9). Por nausea, retching, or actual vomiliug, 
the following remedies are useful : — Aqua Lauroceraai 
with morphia (33), small lumps of ice, iced soda water, 
soda water [proper]. River's drink,* chloroform with 
orange flower water j retention of urine requires the 
catheter; habitual conatipation — laxative injectit 
mild aperients; diarrha'a — -mucilaginous drinlcs, opiatee, 
and astringents. 

Medullary and epithelial cancerous tumours often grow 
in cauliilower fashion from the vagbal portion of the 
womb, to which they are attached by a broad neck, and 
in this case they are removable by operation, if the 
degenerative process has not extended to the higher 
parts of the cervix or to the vaginal vault. In case of 
such earcinomoa as cannot be removed by a cutting in- 
strument, by the galvano-caustic loop, or by the ^raaenr, 
and yet demand operative interference on account of the 
youth OP the still robust appearance of tho patient, or 
where energetic treatment is required for the unbearably 
I'etid discharge or for the frequent and copious bleedings, 
the destruction of the morbid product, either with the 
actual cautery or with the galvano-cauatic porcelain 
burner, or witi, caustics, especially caustic potash, Vienna 
paste [PotasBa cum calcel, and chloride of zinc paste, is 
tho proceeding adopted by Schuh. When, however, 
any one of these caustics is employed, the diseased 
tissues must be as much as possible freed from adhering

fluids, and the healthy parte around must be protected 
from the caustic action. Tho application of heat is 
managed through a speculum of wood introduced into 
the y^ina; then the vagina ia washed out with cold 
water, and a piece of charjiie ia paased in. Lunar caustic 
is several times worked into the cancerous tissue in a 
boring £ishion, and allowed to act on each part fur 
about a minute ; then the vagina ia injected several 
times, or sita-hatha are ordered, Vienna paste is spread 
on linen to the thickness of about three lines, and 
applied to the morbid tisanes tlitough a speculum. 
Chloride of zinc paste ia also spread on linen to a thick- 
ness of about three lines, the hnen is cut into small 
pieces, uud these are applied with a long polyp-forceps 
or a wooden stick to the affected part (which must have 
been well dried) thmugh the speculum. To limit the 
action upon the diseased part, and to protect the sound 
tiasues as much as possible from the effects of the 
caustic, a dosail of charpie [or of cotton-wool] should be 
applied to the vagina and to the carcinoma before and 
after the operation, the whole speculum being in fact 
filled with charpie, and this gently pressed into the 
vagina. After two days the charpie may be removed 
&oin the vagina, and the parts cleansed by injections 
and eitis-baths. The severe pain that arises after the 
chloride of zinc cauterisation most of aU, ia reUeved by 
a few doaea of morphia or opium, or by subcutaneous 
injection.* If radical cure iswishedfrom cauterisation, 
the caustic must be applied again and again after sepa- 
ration of the slough.

R«Doval of the portio r^nalis uteri can be iincont- 
plished either with scalpel and aciBsorB. or \<y means at 
gnlvsno-ca-u^'^ apparatne, of of the ecraseur. In any 
case, the rectum must be emptied by an injection, and 
ihe vagina washed oat. Eemoral of the disease with 
catting in^tnunents is easier the more the ntenis eati be 
drawn down, and the more the disease is limiteil to the 
lowest part of the portio v^nalis ; the hicmorrhage, 
which is generally fJight, ia subdued by cold water in- 
fections, tamponing with charpie [or lint], or by piess- 
ing little balls of charpie against the cleansed lips of the 
wonnd, these balls having been first dipped in a eohi- 
iion of perchloride of iron. 

When extirpation by the gatvano-caustic loop* or the 
tcraseur is the method adopted, a loop is thrown over 
the diseEtsed part, the tissnes are drawn together by thia, 
and in this state are sundered. Bleeding may the lees 
be expected, the more alowly tightening of the loop is 
effected, the less the degree of red heat and the blunter 
and broader the nooae-chain. If there he no bleeding, one 
merely puts some charpie [or lint] in the vagina. When 
bleeding comes on, injections of cold water, plugging 
the vagina, &c., may bo instituted, if no folds of peri- 
tonenm have been dragged down, and the peritoneal 
sac has not been opened. In the opposite case, how- 
ever, the womb must be compressed, both from the ont- 
side above the pnbes. and from beneath through the 
va^na. As part of the after-treatment, the parts mnat 
ba carefiilly kept clean by moans of injections and aitz- 

The treatment of carcinoma during pregnancy must 
he limited to the preaeri-Htian of cleanliness and to con- 
tending with the troublesome symptoms, since a radical 
cure by extb'pation can hardly be attained at this time. 
I Sfivere pain must be lessened by opiates, poorness of 
I bliiod and cachexia by a proper diet and by ferruginous

drugs (36-40), and extensive bleeding and discharge 
may be kept within bounds by laying little bits of ice 
in the vagina, or by charpie dipped in a weak solution 
of perchloride of iron. If after incisions into the can- 
cerous OS uteri the parturition still lingers, the extrac- 
tion of the living child with the forceps, under chloroform, 
must be the next step. Ki^visch preferred the production 
of abortion in the beginning of pregnancy, but this is 
not approved of by Braun, Veit, &c.

Acute catarrh, both the innocent variety and that which 
follows intercourse (gonorrhtea), requires acidulous drinks 
(50-56), when feveiishnesa accompanies it ; cooling 
aperients, when there is a tendency to constipation, e.g., 
cream of tariiar (57, 58), neutral potassic tartrate (59), 
Bochelle salts (60), phosphate of soda (61), sulphate of 
maguesia (19), sulphate of potash (30, 58), sulphate of 
Boda (31), &C. ; locally, lukewarm injections and warm 
poultices. The patient must keep quiet, and avoid 
excesses, as well as heating or spirituous drinks. If the 
womb is tender to pressure, or notably swelled, a few 
leeches are indicated, and should be applied to the portio 
vaginalis uteri, or over the symphysis pubis, or on the 
inner surface of the thighs. After the inflammatory 
symptoms have been subdued, the discharge still going 
on, astringents, as alum (9), tannin (45), sulphate of 
Kinc (62), acetate of lead (63), and nitrate of silver (64), 
are to be used in the form of injection. 

In the treatment of chronic catarrh, what one has to 
ctonsider first is, whether this is going on in a healthy 
I patient or in one otherwise sickly; and in the last case, 
I whether the other ailment is the cause of the catarrh, or 
whether they stand to one another in the relation of 
complications. If another lesion — chlorosis, scrophu- 
losis, heart or lung disease — is at the bottom of the mis- 
chief, the treatment must be directed to the cause; but 
if this other complaint is merely a complication of the 
catarrh, bcal treatment, as well as general, is indicated, 
For internal use, various balsamic and astringent drugs 
are recommended — balsam of copaiba, of Peru, myrrh, 
tannin, &c. ; but when these remedies do not succeed, 
" e greatest weight must be laid upon the local treat- 
ent. In anaemic individuals, tonics, especially quinine

(36, 65) and iron (38-40), are indicated. When there 
is evident hypeKcmia of the uterus, a few leechefi miiBt 
te applied; when there is relaxation, cold injeotionB or 
cold douche j hut if these measures do not gain the end 
in view, recourse must be had to cauterisation of the 
neck of the womb with nitrate of silver or sulphate of 
copper (see Cauterisation of the Mucous Membrane of 
the Female Genital Passages). If the blennorrhcea has 
lasted for some time, and the womb has got hyper- 
trophied, one must bring in lukewarm injections or warm 
uterine douche, waters containing iodine, or baths at 
Hall, Kieuznach, Krajikenheil, Lippik, Zaizon, Iwonicz, 
Diiikheim,WildBgg,*&c., saltwater baths, or sea bathin},'. 
K there are flabby granulations present, astringent ap- 
plications (9, 45, 62-64), or touching with nitrate of 
silver or sulphate of copper, must be used. In case of 
callous granulations or ulcers, more decided cauterisation 
must be practised. When there exist constrictions of 
the cervix, or collections of mucus in the uterine cavitj", 
tlie uterine sound muat be introduced, and the cavity 
emptied of its contents. For chronic Taginal blennorrhcea 
the vaginal tampon of Postelbergt is found useful. 
When the duration has not been too great, and the dis- 
cbarge is not profuse, dossils of lint steeped in solution 
of alum, sulphate of zinc, or tannin, of average concen- 
tration, such as one to eight, are employed. In cases of 
leucorrhcea of longer standing, and accompanied by more 
vigorous secretion, dossils with sesquichloride of iron 
or nitrate of silver in solutions of the strength of one to 
twelve, are used. Since a quiet posture evidently contri- 
butes to a cure, it is beat to introduce the dossil before 
the patient goes to sleep, and to remove it either in the 
morning, or, if it cannot be borne so long, in two to six 
hoars,

(A.) Antevermo et Relnvereio Uteri — Inclinations of 
the Uterus forwards and backwards. 



Tte treatment of anteveraion consiste, when we are 
dealing with the noa-pregnant nterus, in removal of 
the conditions that cause the affection. When there is 
constipation, it must he got rid of. Women who lace 
tightly must be forbidden to wear staye. If there is 
aaeit«B present, let that be attempted to be remoTed. 
In case of turaoura, especially those situated in the ovariea, 
and of adhesions, a cure is hardly to be expected. Amon^ 
mechanical aids the instrumenta for flexion, the pelvic 
girdle and the hyaterophor of Koaer* are recommended. 
The last is especially indicated when the anteversioit 
ia brought about by prolapse of the anterior wall of 
the vagina. During the first half of the period of preg- 
nancy the evacuations irom the bowel and bladder must 
be attended to, and tlie patient must lie on her back 
for a short time before and alao during the evacuation 
of the bladder. In the second half of the some period 
the distress asising from the pendent belly is relieved 
by wearing an elastic binder, with aliouldei'-straps. 



The treatment of retroversion of the uterus may be 
instituted, according to Eraun, in three ways, viz., by 
imitation of nature's process of cure, by replacement of 
the uterus, and by artiiicial abortion, during pregnancy. 
The imitation of a natural cure consists, if there is not

much inconvenience from the lesion, in periodical expul- 
sion of the accumulated urine and tisces, and in diminiah- 
ing the preasure of the intestines on the utems. For 
this purpose fluid stools are got by pui^ative medicine, 
the urine being evacuated every two hours with an elastic 
catheter oi by leaving the catheter in the bladder ; and 
a horizontal posture on the back, or, when the patient 
gets tired of that, on. the aide, is kept up for some 
days. This way of treatment maybe adopted in cases 
wlieie the eymptonis of incarceration are not too urgeat, 
for several days before the replacement of the uterus 
is proceeded with. Replacement of the uterus (in tbe 
third and fourth months of pregnancy) must be under- 
taken through the rectum, the patient being under chlo- 
roform, and lying on the aide, or set on the elbows 
and knees. The operator introduces two fingers into the 
lectum, presses them on as far as the promontory of the 
mi with a push (the bladder having already been 
quite emptied), raises the fundus uteri towards one groin, 
and, giving it a pendulum-like movement, elevates it 
over the brim of the pelvis. After that the portio 
vaginalis usually aasum.es a vertical position in the axis 
of the pelvis. In cases where it is in vain sought to re- 
place the uterus with the finger, the colpeurynter* may 
be used. For retaining in its place the reduced uterus 
it ia enough that the patient lie on her side; but, at the 
same time, all straining must be avoided, for fear the 
retroversion be reproduced. K efforts to replace the 
uterus fail through swelling of the organ, we must order 
leeches and cold dressings; and after the swelling has 
sttbaided, agaia seek to replace. In order to avoid recur- 
rence of the affection, the patients must remain in bed 
fora considerable time after replacement has been effected. 
They must attend to the regular relief of the bladder and 
bowels, and must not go about in their ordinary way till 
the sixth month of pregnancy. 

In the fifth month of pregnancy, when reduction can 
k no longer he brought about, because the uterus is larger 
* See note, p. 4. 
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and cannot be got OTer the promontory [of tile Bacriim], 
artificial abortion ia to be practised, viz., by pushing an 
elastic catheter into the cavity of the womb. Punctme 
of the wall of the fiindua uteri with a trocar through the 
posterior wall of the vagina as it bulges forwards towards 
the vulva, or through the rectum, ought in almost every 
case, according to Braun, to he unnecessary. The high 
operation for puncturing the bladder ought to be under- 
taken only if replacement and artificial abortion have 
tiimed out impoaaible, and perforation of the bladder 
has happened. The consequent incontinence of urine 
requires no treatment, because it ceases of itself in a few 
days. 

(B.) Infiexio el hifractio Uten — Fhximie and Dcmblinye 
of the Uiems. 
Pop curing ntorine flexions the physician uses both 
mechanical and medicinal remedies. Among the mecha< 
nlcal contrivances elastic bougies and the instrument of 
Fatsch are recommended. The last consists of a cylinder 
made after the style of a catheter, and having two hollow, 
wii^-shaped appendages at its lower end for keeping the 
instrument in the v^ino. It is to be used especially in 
such cases as have not yet a high degree of flexion, 
where the patient is young, and the mucous membrane of 
the v^ina is not much disposed to bleed. If the uterine 
flexion is caused by adhesions, it cannot he cured by 
mechanical means. Becently, ia cases of anteflexion, a 
pelvic belt has been recommended to bo worn, while a 
broad compress on it presses the intestines backwards 
and upwards. — Such drugs are to be recommended as 
are calculated to remove the relaxation of the uterus. 
In the early stages of the afi'ection, and in its milder 
degrees, this relaxed state may be relieved by astringents 
(9, 45, 46, 62, 63), cold douche, cauterisation of the canal 
of the cervix, and by ergot (5). K relief is not afforded 
in this way, the physician must limit his efforts to treat- 
mant of the secondary lesions. For uterine leucowlifia. 
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astringent injections and cold sitz-baths should be iised. 
If there are ulcers and erosions, caustics are required; if 
there is uterine colie, the mucus, ivhich in all probability 
is being retained, must be got out with the uterine sound, 
and hatha and injectiona containing opium must be 
ordered. If the uterus is loosened in its attachmsnta, 
and loaded with blood, periodical local blood-lettings and 
secale comutum (68) are indicated. Salt-water hatha. 
and iodine jjreparationB serve to relieve obstructions, and 
preparations of iron (38-40), and baths of the same, 
counteract the growing anfemia. For hysterical symp- 
toms the usual remedies are to bo employeiL

(c.) Inversm Uteri-^Invereion of the Womh. 
The treatment of any inTersion of the womb, when 
it has uewly and suddenly taken place, consista in ' 
mediate replacement. This is carried out by the patient 
being laid on het back with the hips elevated, narcotised, 
(in order to moderate the constricting action of the ob- 
uteri, and also the painfdness of the operation), 
either the fundus at once tilted hack with the hand 
kept in the shape of a cone, or, on the other hand, when 
nplete, the reduction begun at 
le down— the cervix, and what- 
;an be got at through the abdo- 
vilh the hand that is left free. 
If the placenta is only slightly, nr not at all, separated 
from the womb, reduction should be effected with the

— If replacement is impossible be- 
canse the uterus is in&med and thereby enlarged, scari- 
lications Bhould be instituted, leeches applied, or cold 
dressings laid on, in order to diminish the volume of 
the oigan. Bulging of the uteiiue wall to a slight degree 
may be set right by inserting a finger into the rectum. 
If a part of the invarted utenie is impacted in the (is, 
the latter must be incised. After the faUure of repeated 
attempts at reduction, the procident and inverted womb 
must be supported with u suspenaor, and the uterine 
htemorrhago must, as it makes its appearance, be appeased 
by the application of cold. If replacement is effected, 
a quiet posture on the side or back must be observed, 
all vigorous pressure on the belly forbidden, the evacua- 
tion of the contents of the rectum and bladder lacili- 
tated, and the inilaraiiiatory symptoms treated with 
antiphlogistica.

first task is to replace the prolapsed womb, the 

tenmd to keep the restored organ in its place. If pro- 
la,psus baa hiippened suddenly, and replacement would 
be very painful owing to considerable hyperemia or in- 
flammation, this last must be removed before replace- 
ment, viz., by the patient's lying horizontal in bed for 
several days, by spare diet, by leeches and cold di'essinga. 
For efiecting replacement of the prolapsed ut«rus, the 
patient, after her bladder and rectum have been emptied, 
is made to assume a horizontal posture with the hips 
elevated, and the operator then, with one oc t-so o^i-ni. 
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fingora, pushes back the uterus in the direction of the 
pelvic axis. In order to keep the uterus back in its 
nonnal position, many instrumenta are recommended ; 
among these the hyaterophores of Eoser, Zwank, and 
Schilling,* and the instrument of Gariel (a gwtta percha 
bladder filled with air), are oftenest used. The selection 
and application of pessaries always requires a certain 
amount of care. No pain must be produced by the 
pessary ; it must not permanently change its position 
through standing, walking, or straining, and every four 
or six weeks it must be taken out and the vagina cleaned 
by injections, sitz-batha, &c. Operations that have 
come into use in prolapsus are Episioraphie t and 
Elytroraphie,J which do not however always accom- 
plish their end. 

In the first half of the period of pregnancy, replace- 
ment is the indication in every case of complete pro- 
lapsus ; in obstinate cases the operation is facilitated by 
the administration of chlorofona. After replacemait i 
has been effected, the patient must wear an elastic 
abdominal belt provided with a T bandage, while it is , 
not prudent to use a pessary or to introduce a sponge, 
as these proceedings are likely to bring on abortion. In i 
case of a complete prolapsus when labour at the full , 
time is going on, the patient must be laid in a horizontal i 
position, bearing down must be forbidden, and the 
' womb must be supported, viz. , by the accoucheur making 
t ring of hia thumb and forefinger and pressing that 
> against the oa uteri, or by a bro^d linen cloth being 
I made fast posteriorly to a binder round the abdomen, 
I brought between the thighs, and the free end drawn in

The cloth must be thoroughly 
wetted with oil where it is in contact with the nterua, 
and, opposite the oa, must have a hole made in it large 
enough for the fetus to pass through. This arrange- 
ment must be maintained until the child is bom, the 
placenta removed, and the prolapsed uterus reduced. 
In order to prevent inversion of the uterus, the hand 
must be introducad and allowed to remain till energetic 
pmna begin. It is seldom that scarifications of the os 
exteraum are necessary in order to facilitate the passage 
of the child. That we may prevent recurrence of the 
accident, a binder must be ordered to be worn for seve- 
ral months after labour is over, with a broad pad pressing 
on the abdomen above the pubes so as to support the 
intestines. If, however, the prolapsasdoea not improve, 
cold uterine douche must be employed after the confine- 
ment is over, and the pessary of Schwank, which has 
to be removed during sleep, is to be recommended.

The treatment of hysterocele consists in its replace- 
ment, and, if this is impossible, in bringing about arti- 
ficial deUvery either by exciting premature labour, or 
by turning, or by the forceps.

The best results have been 
observed to follow the inhalation of chloroform. This 
is begun at the moment when the threatening of a 
outbreak is manifested by a certain restlesEaess and by 
spasms of the facial muscles ; the narcosis is to be kept 
up till the premonitory signs of a paroxysm have snh- 
sided and a quiet sleep follows, which is generally the 
case within a minute. But if it turns out impossible to 
cut short a paroxysm, the administration of chloroform 
. is not to be kept up during the convulsion nor during 
m the comatose period following ; this in order that a 
^ Bnf&cient quantity of fresh air may reach the luags. 
The number of women who succumb to convulsive 
attacks is strikingly smaller now, when chloroform i 
used, than it was at the time when men thought they 
possessed, in abstraction of blood alone, the remedy fbr 
the evil. Little is to be expected from mustard poul- 
tices, blisters, and hot foot and hand baths, because 
they produce their effect too slowly. Purgatives, and 
8tim.ulant purgative injections, may diminish the con- 
gestive syiuptoms. Washing the skin with lukewarm 
vinegar may increase diaphoresis. In the int-ervals of the 
attacks are given — benioiii (69), lemon juice, or a solu- 
tion of tartaric acid (a tablespoonful at a time), with 
ioed water. The employment of narcotics, and espe- 
cially of opium (70) and morphia (71), by the mouth. 
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the rectum, aad by aubcutaneous mjection, is to be 
recommended if consciousness has returned, if chloro- 
form and ttcids have not a snfficiently rapid and lasting 
effect, if the delivery ie over, and thu coavnlsive attacks 
still visit the patient. If the administration of ilrags 
by the mouth is impoaaible from continued trismuB, 
fifteen to twenty drops of laudanum should be given 
Bveiy hour by enema, till the convulsions cease or sleep 
comes on. Emetics, and especially tartorated antimony, 
were recommended by some physicians ; the accoucheurs 
of the present day, however, give a warning against the 
employment of this drug, since it has not the least 
effect, and entails evil consequences to the stomach and 
intestine. No good results have been got from the 
administration of ammonia ; the same may be said of 
the tincture of snh-acetate of copper. Dnriug the con- 
vulsions the patient must be kept quiet in bed, free 
movement of the extremities permitted, the mouth 
cleared of froth with the tinger, the tongue, which is 
protruded at the beginning of the paroxysm, must be 
pushed back with the edge of a finger, and every injury 
guarded against as much as possible. "When the 
strength is sinking, stimulants such as ether, musk (72), 
camphor (73, 74), are to be recommended. 

The treatment, as far as the labour ia concerned, of 
convulsions is of various sorts, according as the activity 
of the parturient processes has advanced more or less, 
or has not begun at all. In the second part of the 
period of pregnancy, premature labour ia to be induced 
only when the mother can still be reecued by it. Eraun 
considers colpeuryais * and uterine catheterisation to be 
the most certain methods. When the death-struggle 
comes on after a convulsive attack during pregnancy, or 
in the beginning of labour, the death of the patient 
must be awaited, and thereafter the child at once re- 
moved by Csesarean section. 

At the commencement of the first stage [pKriod of 
opening of the os] the employment of Eolpeurysis and

^^^^ conTulsive attacks do not cease, and the opening of the 
^^^H OS and advAnce of the child do not pmgreae, the mouth 
^^^H of the womb must be brought to its full state of espan- 
^H^ don by dilatation with the fingers. If, even then, after 
one or two weeks the presenting head does not advance 
into the pelvic brim, and some convulsions have come 
on, the forceps must be applied according to Hatin'a 
method, even with the head so high, provided there is 
no obstetrical disproportion ; and the living child must 
be carefully removed. Turuing by the feet is indicated 
only in cases where narrowing of the pelvis or any ob- 
stetrical disproportion emanating from the child is pre- 
sent. In the period of exit Braun recommends that 
when the head is well situated for the forceps the child 
should be carefully brought away, because the attacka 
thereupon often cease, and the children are generally 
bom alive. In the afterbirth stage the placenta should 
be removed forbearingly ; the attacks, too, are to be 
treated according to general principles. 

During the puerperal state convulsive attacks are 
■ treated according, to the same nilea. Here, too, large 
doses of opium or m.orphia, and cold afi'uaions, are the 
most important remedies. General bleedings should be 
instituted only if opium, morphia, and cold affugiona 
prove useless. When the comatose stage comes on, 
the moat strict repose must be observed, diaphoresJB 
must be encouraged by a good covering for the body, 
and urination, if it is scanty, by the use of the catheter, 
in order to avoid retention and decomposition of the 
urine in the bladder.

CHAPPED NIPPLES. 



In order to guard against the occurrence of this affec- 
tion, nipples, which are flat or sunk in, are wiped fre- 
quently, or surrounded with cotton wool dipped in eau 
de cologne, rum, brandy, tincture of benzoin, &c.; this, 
in order to prevent excoriations, by hardening the super- 
ficial layers of the epidermis. Flat or simken nipples 
are attempted to be rendered prominent in this way, — 
by laying round them a smooth ring of bone, in order, 
that is, by the pressure of their immediate surrounding 
to bring the nipples forward. Or the nipples may be 
made to protrude with the fingers, and secured against

amking in witli a narrow india-rubber band. The em- 
ployment of cupping glasses, caoutchouc hottlea, milt 
pumps, &c, to give the nipples prominence is to be 
avoided during pregnancy, because abortion may be 
easily brought on by such things. The same proceedings 
as those mentioned above, are to be persevered in during 
the first day or two after delivery. But if, when nursing 
is going on, the nipples are stiJl tender or even hrokeii, 
ths breast that is so, must not be given to the child ao 
often, or the nipple must be provided with a httle cap 
while suckling is going on ; in case of necessity one can 
take the child from the breast that is chapped altogether 
for one to two days, keeping up the secretion of mUk by 
methodical removal of what is secreted. If, however, 
all attempts to effect a cure prove vain, and the pain 
that the patient feels during suckling is too severe, she 
must be forbidden to nurse the child. The following 
are some of the numerous remedies recommended for the 
cure of chapped nipples ; — cold dressings, embrocation 
with fatty oils, oil of sweet almond, of olives, of eggs, 
of lilies, of poppies, &c, either alone or mixed with 
aqua calcis (75, 76) ; various mild salves, ointments, and 
plasters, as nngi emolliens, althsete ; ceratum cetacei, 
emplastmm saponatum ; desiccating salves and ]xiwders 
(77-79), and cauterisation with nitrate of silver.

FEBRIS LACTEA MILK FEVER. 

The cause of the feverish excitation which sometimes 
comes on about the third or fourth day after delivery, 
and which has got the inappropriate name of milk fever, 
lies for the most part in neglect to put the child to the 
breast at all, or in putting it too seldom, in excoriation 
of the nipples, in errors of diet, in exposure to cold, in 
an overfilling of the urinaiy bladder, in a lesion of the 
vagina or of the perineum, in a mild endometritis, or in 
the commencement of puerperal fever ; more seldom in 
a congestive afiection of the mammary glands and in- 
creased secretion of milk. In the last case the treatment 
to be recommended is a proper dietary, moderate, not 
too high temperature of the sick-room, and cooling 
drinks. The mammae should be supported, but not kept 
too warm. 



PEBRIS PUERPERALIS — PUERPERAL FEVER. 

Enmetritis, Metritis, Peritonitis, Metroperitonitis, Metro- 
phlebitis, L/ymphangioitis Puefrperalis — Puerperal-pro- 
cesse. [Ger.] 

The predisposing and exciting causes of puerperal 
fever should be as much as possible obviated during 
pregnancy. Hyperinosis in a pregnant woman should 
be diminished by a vegetable diet, exercise, prudent use

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I of neutral salts, and of the salta of alkalies, with vege- 

I table acida, but not by veaesection; while hydiiemia [or 
watery blood] should be met by prescribing good diet, 
preparationB of iron (38-iO), and the removal of every- 
thing that might have a depressing effect on the mind. 
According to Btann, the avoidance of violent agitation 
of the nervous system during labour is one of the most 
well-proved preventives for puerperal fever. If there 
are any losions of the uterus, their rapid cure is best 
accnmplished by rest, sparing diet, and the greatest elean- 
linesa, it being seldom necessary to inject lukewarm 
water into the vagina. The resorption of pus secreted 
on tlie surface of the uterus is hindered by drinking 
a great deal of water, or of sweetened lukewarm drink. 
In order to meet the risk arising from puerperal throm- 

f bosis [impaction of clots taking origin in the uterine 
sins], augmentation of the contractions of the uterus 
; reoonunended, both in the third atage of labour and 
in the first hours following delivery, by friction of the 
bellyood fundusuteri, or hy using ergot (68). Thelochial 
dischai^e should bo regulated by keeping the patient 
quiet in bed, by making her avoid turning in bed for 
eight to fourteen days, and by raainteaance of a uniform 
rather elevated temperature of the bed. If the loehial 
fluid be offemive, resorption of it must be prevented by 
local applications of cinchona (80), alum, and tannate 
of lead, or by cauterising with nitrate of silver. As pro- 
phylactics for puerperal fever are recommended, sulphate 
of quinia (from 5 to 15 grains pro die), opium {1 to 2 
grains pro die), or morphia, tincture of aconite (81), 

^ extract of aconite. 

When puerperal fever has shown itself, Braun brings

For the relief of tympanitic distension salines and 
diuretics are recommended to be given both by mouth

Iiyections of tobacco (87) are praised by soma, and 
rejected by others. The effect of pumping nut the intes- 
tinal gaaea with an elastic intestinal tube, two to three 
feet long, ia more beneficial. Puncture of the intestine 
is to he avoided. 

When there ia a profuse diarrhcea, opium (30), tamiiii 
(88), alum, &c., are the remedies used interuaUy; while 
externally ore administered injectiona containing astrin- 
gents (89) or nitrate of silver. 

For vomiting, the serviceable remedies are " ice-pills," 
ices, effervescing powders, Kiver's drink,* and opiaties. 

In case of exudation into the peritoneal sac, no good 
result is to be expected from paraceuteais. If an abscess 
forms, it must he opened in good time. 

3. Ti'eiitmr.nt of the Sequela. — Cold dressings, or 
washings with cold water, are indicated when there is 
erysipelas migrans, erythema diffusum, or miliaria.

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FIBKOCa Tt) MODUS. 

The medical treatment of fibrous tunioure of tho womb 
has no eft'ect on the progress of their development in the 
great majority of instances. A lasting diminution of 
their size, or a stoppage in their growth, can sometimes 
be brought about by cold eitz-batha, or by local ahstrac- 
tions of blood, viz., hy the application to the portio 
vaginalis uteri in strong patients of four to six leeches 
at a time, the proceeding not being repeated oftener than 
every eight to fourteen days ; ii' a larger abstraction of 
blood is in on occasional case desirable, the aftcT-blecd- 
ing may he encouraged by lukewarm injections or sitz- 
b^Jis. It is sometimes, too, advisable to employ iodide 
of potassium {91), glycerine of iodine (92), iodide of 
iron (93), especially in ill-nourished patients with poor 
blood, aiwi iodine haths as those at Hall, Krankenheil, 
AdellieidBquelle, Diirkheim, Lippik, Zai^on, Iwonioz, 
Wildegg, Krenznach, Ems, &c. Iodine baths should be 
ordered, however, only in cases where there are no con- 
aiderable and cuntinuous hiemorrhages from the womb. 
For patients whose cases are not improved by such 
means as these, treatment of symptoms is the course 
indicated. The pains, or uterine coHcs, deserve atten- 
tion by themselves, and are assuaged by narcotics {7, 
, 30-32). Menorrhagia is met by keeping the patient 
quiet and on her hack, by cold or astringent injections 
(8, 9, 45, 62), by cold dressings, hy tamponing; in-- 
wardly, by cooling drinks (56, 56), muriate of iron (94), 
rhatany (95), tannin (88), alum (113), and hy other 
Bubstanees containing tannin, or by ergot (1-4, 12, 68). 
When there is vaginal leucorrhosa, cleanliness miist be 
looked to, and astringent injections (8, 9, 45, 62), or 
the cold ascending douche ordered. Symptoms of 
antemM and of drojay show the necessity of a good 
nourishing diet, quinine (36), and ferruginous drugs 
(38-40.) The prftferahle surgical treatment in the ma- 
jority of cases ie excision. Still, one must sometimes 
undertake torsion 'or Ligatme, if the cqjypnj is .high 
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op, and canaol convenieiitly be reached in any othet' 
way. 

During pregnancy and labour, Braim says titai wa 
nhould, in cases of ^brous tumour, treat not tlie imme- 
diate lesion, but tbe oaomalieB which occasionally 
accompany it. It ia very seldom that any closure of the 
soft passages of the mother happens from this cause; 
the narrowness which the tumour occasions gives way 
generally before the regular action of the pains, so thfft 
it is very rarely indeed necessary to extirpate the growth 
from the vagina. 

Fibrous tumours of the vagjjia are removed by opeta,- 
[ tion. 

Xbose of the external organs are generally easily 
I accessible, and therefore easily got rid of Fibroid 
I tumours of the breast also require operative interference, 
[ as the dispersing druga recommended ore of no use.

' "Vesico-Vaginal, and Urethro-Vuginol Fittulus. 

The means used for the cure of fistula are cauterisa- 
tion and suture. Lunar caustic answera best the former 
purpose. The proceeding is carried out with a pointed 
piece of the caustic ; the vagina is then plugged and a 
catheter is pla^jed in the urethra, eo that the cicatris 
con unite. According as the fistula is more or less atM^es- 
sible, the cauterising is managed with or without the 
speculum; and the application should be repeated 
every five to six days. The results are eminently de- 
pendent on the size of the fistula. Tincture of cantha- 
rides is also tised for cauterising, the fistulous opening 
being brushed over with it. The actual cautery comes 
into use when the opening is of considerable size, and 
the edges are rather callous. A bent cautery is used 
for the purpose, being placed in contact with the fis- 
tula, and left there for one or two seconds. If 
&e opening does not close, the operation should he 
repeated after the effects of the previous application are 
quite gon& The greatest caution must be observed in 
using the actual cautery, since it is an easy matter for 
peritonitis to he set up after its application, and that 
Bspecially in women who are very easily hurt, or who 
have a strong tendency to this affection, or have had an 
attack of peritonitis before the operation. The employ- 
ment of the suture presupposes the vivifying of the 
margins of the opening either by pariug them or by 
touching them with nitrate of silver, tincture of can- 
tharides, &c. Among the many sorts of sutures the in- 
t«rrnptod sutiffe and the twisted suture are recommended. 
In order to apply the former suture, the needle-holders 
must be very considerably bent, and the needles must 
be carried from before backwards through the vaginal 
wall and back again, so that the opening is closed by 
several intermpted sutures arranged in a row. 

AVuticr's method consists in the closure of the open- 
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ittg hj transpiantatioa, the mncous membrane of tha 
'agina being detached with the scalpel to the extent of 
an inch round the fistula, and a twiat«d suture then 
applied ; daring which proceeding, however, it not nil' 
commonly happens Uiat injuries of the peritoneum, per 
foration, and entrance of air into its eac take placa 
The Toethod recommeuded in France fJobert'a), 
plastiqae par glissement, was almost quite given ap i 
account of the danger accompanying it. A new pi 
ceeding has been brought forward by Siiuou, and is 
follows : — He applies a double row of stitches, fint 
putting in a row an inch from the margin, and bringii^ 
out the Btitchea at the same distance on the other side. 
Then he puts in several entures close to the mai^'na of 
the fistula. By means of the stitches that are close ta 
the margins of the opening he hopes to eftect 
its walls. He calls them, therefore, the unilinff 
(Suture of reunion of Harl^a tran^tion of ~ 
The threads of the second row, the outer, most 1» 
the intervals between those of the inner row. The 
set assists in compressing the wound, but is named 
taxing sidwre* because in the part between the fii^and 
second row the mucous membrane is drawn in so s 
to make too strong a pull on the uniting autura 

For lai^ incurable flatulee the closure by operati 
the mouth of the vagina has been recommended, ia 
onlet to better, at least in some degree, the condition o£ 
the patient IJiiFerent urinals, too, are used in incoiabt* 
cases for collecting the urine as it escapes, but it is seldom: 
that they are of much use. Sometimes a pessaiy 
sponge is useful in quite small fistulce for snckii^ \ 
the trickling urine, only the sponge must be changed 
washed at very short intervals.

Here, too, cauterisation and interrupted siitiirB are the 
remedies used. CauteriBing should be effected with lunBr 
eanatic, or with the actual cautery, according to the size 
of the opening and the nature of ita edges, and should 
be applied both from the vagina and &oni the rectum. 
According to Diefienbach, the neighbourhood of the 
opening, in an extent of a quarter of an inch, should he 
first touched with lunar caustic from the rectal aide, and 
nftst day the neighbourhood and edges on the vaginal 
aspect ^lould be burned with a hook-ahaped hot iron ; 
after the cauteriBation both organs should be plugged 
with charpie [or lint], and afterwards, if necessary, the 
cloanre confirmed by the employment of more or less 
mild or stimulating ointments. Paring the edges with 
the knife aad passing in needles is made easier, if with the 
help of an assistant, who keeps a finger or a staff in the 
rectum, the posterior wall of the vf^ina is mode to 
bulge forward into the vulva. After the stitching the 
rectum and vagina are stopped with charpie [or lint], a 
motion of the bowels is prevented by dieting and opium, 
and the plug of charpie is left in the rectum as long as 
possible. If the opening is not quite closed in this way, 
a. supplementary cauterisation is carried out, or the 
suture is used again.

If the lactation stOl continues [when this affection 
show^ itself], the child must be weaned, and the secre- 
tion of milk stopped by a sparing diet and purging 
salts (19-21).

Regular motion of the bowels must be provided for. 
Puncturing is indicated, if the htematocele causes con- 
siderable mechanical obHtruction by its size, hinders de- 
livery of the child, or of the placenta, or the flow of the 
lochia, also when there is internal bleeding to an extent 
dangerous to life, when there is threatening and exten-- 
sive suppuration or gangrene. The incision should ' 
made at the most dependent and thinnest part, and 
must be big enough for the greatest part of the coaguh 
to be removable. If subsequent bleeding comes i 
cold applications must be employed, and the vagina 
pitted. Hematocele retro-uterina should have ex- 
pectMit treatment during pregnancy, because it is gene- 
tally spontaneously resorbed, and does not lead to 
^ Kbortion. 

H^UATOUETBA. 

The treatment consists in emptying the womb by 
making a puncture, viz., when the external os is closed, 
by carrying up a longish curved trocar along two finger* 
to the orifice, and thrusting it in where the passage ought 
naturally to he. Several injections of lukewarm water 
may be made into the uterine cavity through the canulo, 
or through an elastic catheter, iu order to bring out the 
thickish tenacious masses of semifluid matter, xa6. tO' 
excite contraction of the uterine walls. After evacoa- 
tion of the fluid the canula is drawn out, and an elastia 
catheter introduced into the cavity, this being allowed 
to remain for several days, as long as discharge goes on, 
and until there is no further risk of reunion of tha 
pierced os uteri. If there is a congenltally imperforate 
condition of the vagina at the situation of the hymen, 
I or if this atresia has arisen after puerperal inflammation 
I and the resulting cicatrization, Eraun recommends that 
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the obBtnicting membrane be cautiously divided witli a 
sharp-pointed bistoury on a grooved tUiector, and the 
incision carried to the right or the left, in order, where 
possible, to avoid injuring the urethra or the rectuu!. 
The process of emptying the uterine cavity being com- 
pletedj the reunion of the vaginal walls must be pre- 
vented by leaving in a catheter or a sponge tent. 

htdrometha. 
The treatment of this ailettion requires removal of 
the causes lying at the bottom of it (such as uterine 
catarrh, flexions of the uterus, polypi, enlargement of 
the ovula Nabothi, or of the folds of iha cervix, obstnic- 
idoiis, tumours of the pelvis, narrow or imperforate pas- 
sages, &c.) The attempt must be made by introducing 
a prohe to restore the permeability of the cervical canal. 
If, however, the probe cannot be got in, the treatment 
must be directed towards alleviation of the troublesome 
aymptoms. Dangerous symptoms coming on, a puncture 
must he niade through the vault of the vagina. 

IITDROPS OVAKtl OVARIAN DRUrSr. 

At the beginning of the disease, when it dsvelopes 
itself amid inflammatory eymptoms, antiphlogistics, the 
timely application of leeches, mild purgatives, and de- 
rivation to the skin, are indicated. Everything pro- 
ductive of harm, tending to bring on a state of irritation 
in the genital organs, or to bring down the constitutiou, 
ia to be strictly avoided. Of the many drugs that are 
recommended, iodine {35, 91, 92) appears to be of some 
ase when it is given for a long period in small doses. 
Some have observed good results to accrue from the 
wells of Kreuznach,* Krankenheil, and HeObron, and 
from the salt springs at Ischl, the mud baths at PistjAn, 
and from sea-bathing. Puncture is not to be imder- 
taten unless there is pressing need for it, because the 
cyst generally tills ^ain in a short time, and it is only

Treatment is limited to this, to avoid all excitation of 
labour pains ; wLich ia accrompliahed by bodily and mental 
quiet, by the [latienfa remaining I'or several days in bed, 
by light nourishment, and cfloling drinks (&0-56). If 
abortion ia to be feared because of the painful contrac- 
tions, then, according to Spath, opium oi morphia 
(30—32) and opium lotion {15, 66) should be ordered. 



When there is hypertrophy of the connective tissue, 
tbe remedies recommended aie, preparations of iodine 
(91, 93, 35, 92), or water containing iodine — Krouznach, 
Kxankenheil, Hall, Heilbron, Lippik, Zaizon, Adelheids- 
quelle, &c. — and also compression, 

"When the hypertrophy ia in the adipose tissue, every 
means is fruitless ; extirpation is the only remedy. 

In case of hypertrophy of the lacteal glands, drugs 
containing iodine should he tried ; the operation, a very 
safe one, answers the purpose beat. 

General hypertrophy of the mamniEe requires to be 
treated with antiphlogistic remedies if there ore symp- 
toms of congestion, as with cold dressings, salines 
(19-21, 57-61), &c. When the hypertrophy is of very 
long standing, iodine preparations, iodine waters, and 
cod-liver oil are sometimes used with good efi'ect. 
Amputation is to be resorted to if these means fail. 

HTFEHTnOPHIA UTKBI HTFBBTROPHT OF THE WOMB. 

If there are congestive symptoms, an antiphlogistic 
line of treatment may he set up — local abstractions of 
blood, cold dressings, purgatives, &c. In chronic cases, 
drugs and baths, with iodine, are recommended. When 
there is considerable enlargement of the lips of the os 
uteri, amputation by the ^craaeur is indicated. 
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Congenital simple hypertrophy does not require treat- 
ment in the generality of cases, hecause it creates no 
particular uneasiness ; if mucous discharge, excoriations, 
&c., are set up, the Buperfluoua part may be removed. 
The acquired simple hypertrophy, which is generally 
complicated with eseoriations, ulcers, &a., requires in 
general mere extirpation. Hypertrophic degeaeration 
one may attempt to treat with local blood-lettings and 
iodine preparations, if symptoms of inflammation are 
present ; if these measures do no good, nothing is to be 
expected except from an operation. The removal of 
bypertrophied and degenerated labia and nymph* is 
managed with the ecraseur. 



S OP PEEGNANr WOMEN. 

Icterus, without fever, is to he treated according to 
1 general medical principles. As Jaundice b not im- 
I proved by obstetrical interference, the induction of pre- 
I mature labour is never required for the cure of the 
I mother, and can only be indicated when the icteioa 
I lasts long and is to a very great degree, and when the 
I lixtus is alive and able to exist independently, and 
I when its premature death is to be feared.

When the inflammatory symptoms are well pro- 
niiounced, we use local blood-lettings, injections of luke- 
warm water, embrocations of ungneatum ciuereum.* 
over the abdomen ; internally cooling drinks (50-66) 
and salines (19-21, 57-61). For chronic catarrhal 
mation, refer to Catarrh of the Vagina.

In inflamination of Bartholin's glantls, the pain ia 
relieved by looai afastractiona of blood, a suppurative 
temiiiifttion is enconraged by poultices (96-101), and 
the course of the complaint shortened by laying open 
the whole gland, oi the absceBS, if already formed. If a 
good big woiiiid be made, it generally cicatrises quickly 
by formation of a simple connecting tissue ; at all 
events, heahng is promoted by repeated touches of 
nitrate of silver ; while an opening which ia too narrow

In treating puerperal mania and melancholia, not 
' connected with pnerperal fever (and generally ending 
' in recovery in one to two monthB), general bleedings 
never to be practised ; better reanlts are obtained 
from warm baths. An insane woman, at her confine- 
ment, most be kept imder strict and conetaut ohaervsr 
tion j the course of the regular functions of the pnerperal 
Btate ia to be attentively awaited, and a direct paychift-' 
[ trical treatment of the mental infirmity is not to be 
I begun till the sixth week after confinement. When. 
■Jiere ia a marked tendency to intermiaaion, quinine 
mght to be given. Narcotics have only a partial ap- 
plication, but are not to be altogether neglected. Thft' 
I reetoratinn of the Rccretions that have come to a etand- 
' still, viz., the lochia and the milk, is not consii 
admissible in the mental aberration of lying-in women,. 
either by the accouchenrB of modem times or by alienist^ 
because the interruption of these secretions must alwayS' 
he looked on as a sign of a deeper primary disorder. 
In puerperal melancholia no particular treatment is to 
he instituted, as time effects alleviation in this form. 
Spath recommends cold applications for cephalic con- 
gestions ; and when the woman has been some 
lying in, warm baths, with cold affusion of the head, 
and cold douche. Of the many drugs recommended, 
tartar emetic, ia divided doses, and opium should he 
ordered according to circumstances. The child, to(^ 
flhall in every case be removed, if that has not been 
done already. If the affection threatens to heoome 
chionio, it is best, for the security of the patient's sur- 
roundings, and for the sake of better attendance 
herself, to send her to an asylum. 



When there ia mflammation of the Bubcutaiieoua 
cellular tissue, resalution is first to he attempted by 
antiphlogistic treatment, leeches, cold dressings, and 
purgatives. liut as soou as suppuration sots in, emollient 
applications (96—101) must he used; the matter must be 
Bvacuated, whenever fluctuation is apparent, by a proper 
incision ; and the dressings must, if possible, be per- 
severed in till cicatrisation has taken pkce. 

Inflanunation of the oellnlar tissue beneath the mam- 
laxry glands requires at first local blood-letting and 
antiphlogistics ; rubbing in unguentum cinereum,* and 
the bandage and compress have seldom any eU'ect. In 
this case, too, the matter must be let out as soon as 
possible ; if Ihe place where the matter lies nearest to 
the skin cannot be discovered, a proper incision should 
be made at the most dependent part, whereby the abscess 
is at once emptied, and may be healed up within one to 
two weeks, with the Korapression of a proper bandage. 

In inflammation of the milk glands icsolution shoulil 
be tried for. The accumulated milk should be removed 
as nmeh as possible with an artificial sucking apparatus 
(india-rubber sucking bottles), or by putting the child 
to the breast when the milk dues not injure the diges- 
tive powers of the child, nor cause colicky pains; and, 
in addition, saline aperients (19-21, 57-62), a properly 
compressing bandage, and, when the inflammation runs 
high, local abstractions of blood should be made use of. 
Kiwisch recommends compression by a bandage twenty 
yards long, and one and a quarter inch wide. Scanzoni 
recommends the bandage of Seutin; others praise col- 
lodion smeared over the breast As soon as the formation 
of pus threatens, cataplasms (96-101) niuat be ordered ; 
and when there are deep aocumnlations of matter, a 
proper incision must be made to open the abscess. In 
order to facilitate the filling up of the latter, the sur-

geon may touch its walla with nitrate of silver, or inject 
B weak solution (90) of tlie same caustic. Miik-fistulte 
muat be healed up by taking the child from the breast, 
and cauterising the canal with nitrate of silver. Pres- 
sure by means of a bandage, is, of course, also to be 



The removal of tenderness and pain of the mamniffi 
is to be set about l>y getting rid of the causes of the 
affection (sedentary habits, heating articles of diet, agita- 
tion, irritation of the breasts, &c.), by preactibing a 
course of life suited to the end in view, and by regulat- 
ing the menatruation. The pain generally dies away 
after the application of simple ointment and cotton vrool, 
or by wearing furs on the part, by anodyne plaster, 
salves (102), embrocations (103), imd opiates (30-33, 
104-108). Sometimes it disappears as the breast grows, 
and it seldom lasts till the end of pr^nancy. 

Maslodynia occurs oftener during confinement and 
suckling, especially in primipane. 

The treatment in this case must be confined to a 
prudent regulation of the diet and mUd aperients. In 
case of need, the child must be weaned, and then the 
pain generally soon ceases.

The treatment of acute inflajumation of the womb 
in women not pregnant, requires rest, regimen, leeches to 
the portio vaginalis uteri, the labia majora, or the vault 
of the vagina, mild aperients or injeutions, warm appli- 
cations (cold applications when the affection is of trau- 
matic origin), or damp cold wrappings, cooling drinks 
(fiO-56) or emulsions, and general warm baths. Nar- 
cotics are useful for diminishing the pain-— which is often 
eevere — such aa Aqua Laurocerasi (32), morphia (31, 32), 
opium (30, 106), cannabis indioa (106, 107), hyoseyamua 
(108). 

In case of chronic inflammation of the womb (infarctus 
uteri chron.), treatment must first of all be directed to 
the hyperiemin. If this is got rid of by rest, regimen, 
and antiphlogistic remedies, file hypertrophy of the con- 
nective tissue should be treated with warm uterine douche, 
lasting ten to fifteen minutes, for several weeks. The 
temperature of the water (26-32° E. [90-5°-104° F.]), 
and the strength and £011+ of the stream should be all 
the more considerable the greater the hypertrophy of the 
uterus, the greater the dysmenorrhosa, and the longer the 
duration of the complaint. The attempt must also he 
made to promote the nutritive prooesses by eitz-haths 
or general baths, and by mineral waters containing 
ioUiiie — Hall, Ereuznach, Zaizon, IwonicK, Luhatacho- 
vitK, Kiankenheil, Lippik, Heilhronn, &c. The mineral 
waters of Karlsbad may also be referred to for arthritic

r emollient cataplasms (96-101). Internally, narcoticg 
(3&-33, 105-108) serve to diminish pain; and,eKternflJly, 
iujections containing opium (15). If the exudatioB 
threatens to get transformed into an abscess, the lattffl. 
must be evacuated as early as possible, and the escape'

by warm baths. Induction of premature labour should

Beat, 
both bodily and mental, horizontal poetuie with the 
pel™ elevated, rigorous dieting, cooling drinks (50-66), 
pure air, only moderately warmed, in the room, are 
some of the most imporcant point* which .alone will 
often restrain rather free bleeding. When there is 
passive h^morrh^e, cold dressings, ii\jectiona of cold 
water or astringents, miiria,te of iron (8), alum (91, 
tannin (45), zinc (62), catechu (111), rhatany (112), 
Ac, and plugging the vagina, are the moat effectual 
remedies. Among internal remedies those that have 
generally shown themselves the best are — oleum martis

^^^^ ing pregnancy, is eoniewhat improved by nourishing 
diet and ferruginous drugs (38-40). Benefit ia rarely 
derived from increased diuresis ; while warm, and espe- 
cially steam baths sometimes do good. In order to 
create derivation irom congestion of the head, constipa- 
tion is removed by injections of vinegar, the prudent 
use of jalap (118, 119), aloes (12oJ, &c. For the 
neutralisation of carbonate of ammonia, formed in the 
blood irom the transformation of urea, flowers of benzoin 
(69), lemoa juice, and tartaric acid are recommended. 
When there is scanty secretion of urine, and onemic 
poisoning threatens, the mineral waters of Selteis or 
Vichy are useful, in addition to the acids named.

But if the long duration 
of the complaint, the high degree of albuminuria, the 
quantity of cylindrical casta, a high degree of hydrajraia, 
large dropsicid awellii^, with life-endangering disturb- 
ancBB of the fimotions of the heart, lunga, brain, &c., 
lead ua to apprehend a deep-seated und extending degene- 
ration of the kidneys, it stauda to reas<:m that we should 
proceed to artificial induction of labour. If several 
Bymptoma indicate the death of the fostus, the physician 
ia all the more and the earlier justified in his resolution 
to perform this operation, because aometimes the deail 
fcetiis is retained even for weeks in the womb, and the 
danger to the mother's life may in that way be increased 
to an extent not at all justifiable. If, however, in a 
case of Bright's disease labour pains come on without 
any convulsions, we may provide against the access of 
convulsions by light narcosis with chloroform.

\Vheu there are material changes of the vagina and 
uterus, the treatment mnat be directed to them. The 
application of leeches between the labia Ill^jora and 
minora, or in the in^^uinal regi6n, sometimes has a sooth- 
mg effect on the pain. Eepeated use of this remedy 
may, however, cause amenorrhcBa, or lessen the capa- 
bility for conception. Cold dressings or cold douche 
seldom do much good. The local douche, with vapour 
of chloroform or ether, applied by means of Hardy's 
apparatus,* into which two to three drachms of chloro- 
form are put, and allowed to act on the part for ten to 
fifteen minutes, orthe introduction into the vagina of a 
pad of cotton wool smeared with chloroform and oil 
(86), or with opiate ointment (122), creates a decided 
diminution of the pains. Embrooationa with ointment 
of morphia (123) or belladonna (124) are less effectual 
than narcosis with vapour of chloroform or ether, or 
tliaa subcutaneous Lc^jection. Wiping over the portio 
vaginalis uteh with concentrated prussic acid is a method 
recommended by Simpson, only this dangerous drug date 
not be entrusted to the patients. Cauterisation with. 
concentrated solution of nitrate of silver or alum was 
tried without avail.

"When 
there is uterine htemoirhage, either temporary bufi 
vigorous, or slighter but continuous, during the las$ 
three months, colpeurysie* should be resorted to, even 
when there is no indication of labour-pains ; even, t 
if premature labour is brought on, because hffimorrhags 
at this period, when it produces anaemia, generally lead* 
to premature delivery of itself. 

When labour pains have already begun, Biaus 
teaches that in the first stage, before rupture of the 
membranes, colpeurysis with ice-cold water should bfl 
employed till the pains get enei^etic, in any perilous 
haemorrhage, whatever the presentation may be, if the 
child be mature, or capable of life and alive. A&Of 
rupture of the membranes, the colpeurynter must nevef 
be used whether the bleeding be shght or severe, thS 
OS uteri wide or narrow. In the afterbirth stage the 
placenta, being generally quite eeparated, is qiiickl* 
removed ; if hemipareeis [partial loss of power] i 
haemorrhage from the womb come on, the latter must 
be compressed,f cold injections used, and ergot (1-1,' 
13, 68) ordered. 



POLYPI UTEEI — POLYPI OP TBE WOMB. 

Tliesc- can he cured only by operative proceeding'. 
Several methods of removal are practised : — 

Torsion. This ia proper only in case of protruding 
mucous polypi formed of connective tissue, not in 
intrauterine fibrous polypi which spring by a firm stalk 
from the fundus uteri. Braun prefers the Pince a cr^.- 
maillaire to the other polypus forceps, because the 
cellular pedicle can easily be reached and pinched olf 
\Tith the sharp edges of the apertiues in this instru- 
ment Artiilcial delivery [protrusion] of the polypi is 
managed by closing the cervix with a sponge tent {the 
polypus beang in the womb), in consequence of which 
the growth comes down into the vagina within a few 
(lays. This proceeding is quite without danger when it 
is prudently set about, when thin and short tents and 
cones are used, and gradually replaced by thicker ones, 
and these instruments not allowed to rernaiu more than 
twelve to fourteen hours, while intervals of the same 
length are allowed before another tent is introduced. 
Sraun uses for this piupose isoceles pyramids cut out of 
compressed sponge, and provided at the base with a 
fillet, their edges levelled with a knife, and well smeared 
with lard j these he grasps by the base in a Pince A 
erSmaillaim, pushes them over half their length into the 
COTvix, and leaven them there. 

Ligature, or dividing the pedicle of the polypus by 
raecbantcal force, is another method, for which are used 
double cylinders, ligature-staves, polypus-binders, and 
different sorts of forcipea and chains. Chassaignac has 
modified the old hgature-apparatus in the ecrasour in 
this respect, that instead of the old silken or metallic 
loop he has introduced a jointed chain, and a more solid 
apparatus for compression. Maissoneuve's Liyatwe 
extenyporanie replaces the chain hy a strong iron wire. 
It is true that many disadvantages of the old apparatus 
for ligature are avoided lu Chassaignac's ecraeeur and 
Maissoneuve's constrictor ; but these instruments, too.

During labour the prolapsed 
fold must be pushed back. After delivery the patient 
must remain for a. considerable time in a horizontal 
position, and after some weeks astringent injections (9, 
45, 62, 111, 112) should he used. Pessaries are not 
always sufficient to prevent prolapse of the lower part 
of ttie vagina. Operative intetierence has also hut 
limited scope. 



To counteract these troublesome and often very 
obstinate affections, the following things are recom- 
mended : — Embrocations with ointments of opium 
(102, 123, 131), morphia (123), belladonna (103, 124), 
liniment of chloroform (86), cold sitcbaths, ablution 
with cold, water, with decoction of poppy heads, dress- 
ings with watery solution of opium, alum (132), tannin

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BUPTURA PEKIN^I— RDPTUKB OF THE FBBINEnM. 

Small recent ruptui'es heal spontaneously if lying 
, on either side alternately, with thighs drawn up and 
knees bent, bo pereeyered in for five to eight day% 
the greatest cleanllaess being preserved, and the snr&ces 
of tbe rupture kept in close contact More consideiatilqi 
clefts require miresflnes or the suture. The gerregfivei 
(little elastic pincers of hardened silver, or silver-plated 
wire, resemblnig crab's claws, a half to one inch 1< 
and varying in thickness, with the arms of wl 
the mai^a of the wound, to a depth of a quarter t< 
half an inch, ore seized and fastened together) may 
be used with advantage, especially in those cases wheii 
the lochial discharge is not of too corroding a nature^ 
where the bowels may be kept quiet for four to five 
days, where no other affection is present, and -vfbsn 
. the bloodless suture has been applied not laUa 
than the first day after the occurrence of the rupture. 
Two serresfines are enough for a fissure one inch lonj 
and should be placed half an inch apart, and changei 
. every twelve hours, to prevent them pressing their waj* 
' through the tissuee, or getting torn out, Some form It 
connecting medium by bru^ing the mai^ins of the 
wound with collodion, and applying cross conneotii_ 
strips of linen. The closing of the rupture by thfc 
common ["bloody"] suture is painful, and the lesulta 
are no better than {ram the scrresfines. For this method 
fine Carlsbad needles are used, are thrust through tia 
maigius of the wound, the perineum covered with the 
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figure-of-eight tuma of the ligature round them, and 
the aharp and blunt enda of the needles cut ofl.'. When 
there is a high dej^ree of contusion find gangrene of the 
perineum, interference must be postponed till the wound 
is healthy and granulation has set in, and then union 
of the surfaces of the wound must he attempted with 
the quilled suture, on which being done, coalescence of 
the granulations, and cure sometimes follow. Perineal 
ruptures of old standing are usually completely cured 
neither by the methods just described, nor by paring 
the edges with the knife and employing the suture, but 
only by a perineo-plaatic operation. 

Among the various methods of performing a perineo- 
plastio operation, that of Schuh has proved most useful, 
and accordingly 9 verbal description of it is given here. 
It essentially consists, — (1.) In forming a wound with 
a triangular surface on each side of the perineum, the 
upper angle of which surlace correaponds to the highest 
point of the cleft in the recto-vaginal septum, while the 
other angless lie hoth at the same level in directions 
forward and backward from it ; hut, in both cases, are 
situated somewhat deeper than the skin of the entire 
perineum was; (2.) In uniting the denuded surfaces, 
after applying them to one another, hy a tinilled suture, 
with the assistance of a auperiioial interrupted suture. 

To prepare for the operation the surgeon must limit 
the quantity of food taken for a day before, give a mOd 
purgative, that no motion of the bowels may occur for a 
oonsiderahle time, and cleanse the vagina and the 
rectum hy throwing up warm water. The instruments 
required are a scalpel, a sharp-pointed bistoury, a forceps, 
a aeaasors, three very large and stroBg stitchiog needles, 
such OS one uses for an abdominal suture, and into 
which the two free ends of a strong waxed thread, 
doubled at the middle, are threaded to the extent of a 
couple of inches ; two cylinders of wood, of a length* 
somewhat greater than that of the perineum about to 
be formed, covered with sticking plaster ; small stitch- 
ing needles with single threads. For many cases one 
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requires a prolje-poiated bistoury, and two to three 
simple loopfaatenere* three to four inches loi^ (Schra 
ger's), made of wood or whalehone. 

The position of the patient is that for lithotomy. 
Patients who are not narcotised, may, if they lite, lie- 
on ths side with thighs drawn up and knees hent, a 
pillow being put between the kneea. In the second 
position the patients are able to keep longer quiet ; in 
the first, on the other hand, the operator has better 
access, and can see better what he ia about.

about to be made in the manner of the arch of a 
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From the jiosterior boundary of this strip the knii'e is 
carried through the well-stretehed skin of oae side cloau 
to the nrncoue membrane, and directly downwards, so 
that the end of the incision comes to be four to six lines 
below the level of the anus. If a scarred part should 
still be left posteriorly to a line drawn in this way perpen- 
dicularly, or if prolapsus ani has to be contended with 
during the operation, then the cut should be carried a 
little backwards, so that, in the iirst case, the retracted 
fibres of the sphincter muscle may be with certainty 
exposed, and, in the second case, that there may he no 
mistake about the ariihcial perineum going far enough 
back. Nest, the operator, beginning from the foremost 
limit of the denuded strip Iirst made, must draw the 
anterior side of. the triangle with the knife, and this 
aide must have a decided direction forwards, that the 
ariiificial perineum may be notably more extensive in a 
forward direction than the normal one, and the fissure 
of the vulva may be diminished. This line of incision, 
therefore, the surgeon makes over the inner scarred 
aarlace of the prolongation of the labium, and beyond 
this outwards on the anterior part of the buttock. 
Finally, the ends of the two lines of incision are con- 
nected by a third line which runs horizontally, and 
comes to lie a little deeper in level than the original 
perineum. This line settles the length of the new 
perineum, wliich, just after the operation, must be con- 
siderably greater than the normal measurement. The 
proceedings described must now be followed out on the 
opposite side. 

In the second stage of the operation the skin, as 
marked out by the lines of incision, both the scarry 
upper part and the lower sound part, is removed on 
either side, care being taken not to leave a ridged sur- 
face. In the region of the sphincter ani the layer 
removed ought to be somewhat thicker, sn that the- 
bundles of muscular fibre are laid bare. If the operator 
surveys the exteot of the denuded surfaces thus formed, 
and brings them, by way of trial, into contact by press-

septum is spht for some distance upwards, and the Bferip, 
of denuded surface that forms the point of tho arch ig: 
long, the septum must first be stitched to the point

P suture. This is managed either with common sewing 
needles, the surgeon letting the ends hang out a lony 
way on the vaginal aspect of the wound after tyingi 
knots on them, and taking care to prevent all oonfiisiom 
by giving the uppermost thread one knot, the seooni 
two, &c. ; or the operator leaves the interrupted auturel 
method, and brings the margins of the wound into 
contact by means of the loopfastenera after the threads: 
have been drawn through. When this last proceed." 
is adopted, the undoing of the suture is easier, 
matter which deserves much attention is the plan pro- 
posed by Homer, of dividing the sphincter ani on each 
side of the coccyx, that the suture may not sufier, th» 
first time the bowels are moved. Dieffenbach, indeed^ 
finds fault with this measure, and saya it is verf 
objectionable ; Schuh, however, takes Homer'a part^ 
and &om experience of it holds this by no means 6aa- 
geroua addition to the operation, if not absolutely neoeo- 
saty, still, in the highest d^^ree prudent, especially 
when the patients are apt to suffer from diurrhcea, either 
habitually or on very slight provocation. Division of 
sphincter must, however, be left unperformed when 
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we liave to keep back a prolapsed bowel, which is very 
ssldom the case. The proceeding is a very simple one, 
and ie carried out before the application of the quill 
suture, with a probe-pointed bistoury, in. the same way 
as for spasmodic constriction of tho rectum. Should a 
fold of tho mucous laembrane of the rectum appear al 
this moment, it inuet be tied immediately. 

To apply the quiU suture, which Eoux and Duparcquc 
pointed out to he alone suitable, and which cannot in 
any case be advantageously replaced, aa Diefl'enhach says 
it can, by the interrupted suture, a very large needle is 
entered, half an inch to one inch from the middle of the 
horizontal side of the triangular surface, and is carried up- 
wards to the upper angle of the triangle, or to the lowest 
stitch of the interrupted suture, if this has been used. 

When the triangles are very large, the needle must he 
helped to pierce the tissues by a IJieffenhach's needle- 
holder. At a point corresponding to that of emergence 
the needle is again entered, and is brought out at a dis- 
tance &om the edge, the same as that when it first 
entered. The second stitch is made behind, and the 
third in front of this one, and they are all three made 
to lie at equal diatanoe from one another. The last two 
do not, of course, reach upwards to tho upper angle of 
the triangle, but pierce about tho middle of the anterior 
and posterior limbs. One cylinder is put within the 
loops of the threads, and the other between the free 
entls, and they are then so tightly tied down with a knot 
and loop, that the denuded surfaces are in their whole 
depth closely pressed against one another. The surgeon 
must at this stage take care that no fold of the mucous 
membrane of the presumably weakened rectum intrudes 
between two suture-ligatures, and, getting entangled, 
hinders the immediate union of the margins of the 
wound ; to guard against this, a digital examination of 
the vagina must he prudently and cautiously made. 
. If such a fold is found, and it will not stay in the 
rectum when merely pressed back with a probe, llien 
one more stitch of the interrupted suture must be 
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applied at the part, the passage of the needle being 
guided by a finger in the rectum. If there is any diffi- 
culty, the quill suture may even he lifted up fo 
moment. 

Lastly, in order to bring together the edges of the 

■wound, which always gape a little, stitches enough 

interrupted suture are made to seeore contact at evwy 

I point. 

I The after treatment requires care. The patient 
' nmst lie now on one side, now on the other, modeMtoly 
bending the knees and hips. In order to avoid the 
occurrence of pains in the thighs, a pillow should be put 
between the knees. The feverishness that follows tha 
operation is moderate, and requires no particular treat- ■ 
ment. The local inflammation is to a limited extent, 
and does not need cold water dressings. The retention 
of urine which sometimes comes on is relieved by the 
catheter. It is advantageous, if not indispensable, to 
draw off the urine in every case with the catheter, bc 
to prevent any injury whatever to the wound on ihat: 
scora For the same reason the sui^on should, from 
the second day after the operation, inject warm water 
into the vagina several times daily. When this is done, 
the process of healing goes on rapidly even under i 
steady and abundant leucorrhoia. 

It is absolutely necessary that the bowels should not 
be moved for eight days. The diet should be very 
limited ; and to all patients, who do not without it snifer 
from obstinate constipation, opium must be given. 

The outer interrupted suture may be undone in three 
to five days. The posterior half should bo taken out 
a day or two after the anterior, since close imion of the 
sphincter is especially necessary. If sutures were 
quired in the recto-vaginal septum, their removal should 
be set about with exceeding tardiness and caution. If 
the loop-fasten era have been used, nothing can happen 
from their removal. But if a simple interrapted suture, 
has been made, the uppermost protruding thread must he 
a little drawn on, so that the finger of the left hand may 
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have a guide to the knot. A fine director must be 
puahed under the thread, and on thia the thread must 
be cut with the scissors or a bistoury. 

The quilled suture may not he removed before the 
sixth or seveutb day. Previously to this time the 
holes made by the needles are already suppurating, and 
when the suture is raised a comparatively large quan- 
tity of matter sometimes escapes partly through the 
apertures for the stitches, partly from the vagina. If, 
on the removal of the cylinder, it is noticed tiiat the 
margins do not meet properly, they must he boi.nd up 
anew, the threads having never been removed from the 
tisanes ; the parts should have been first thoroughly 
cleansed by injecting water. If the surfaces have 
separated entirely from one another, one to two days 
after removal of the whole suture, then a quilled suture 
must again be applied, but with only two stitches, one 
of them very near the rectum. The stitches must never 
be made through the former openings, because the 
cutting of the threads into the tissues, which already 
without that has proceeded to a certain extent in the 
deepest parts of the wound, will be increased. The 
denuded surfaces need not bo drawn away from oae 
another at the passing of tlie second suture, all the less 
becaose the stitches have not to go through the highest 
points of these suifaces. 

If union has been accomplished, a motion of the 
bowels may be thought of about eight to nine days 
after the operation. Lenitive electuary* or castor oil 
may be given, strong pushing and pressing must be 
forbidden, and the surgeon must, if the stool is hard 
and has remained a considerable time in the rectum, 
assist the evacuation with a amall wooden spatula. 
From thia time onwards more substantial food may be 
given, and a simple oily injection should be adminis- 
tered daily. 

If a portion of fasces escapes through the vagina the 

first time the bowels are loosely moved, the hope of a

that Bxtraction by the natural passages cannot longer be 
attempted, then, according to Spath, laparotomie* is 
indicated, if the faitus is still alive, it« moTementa and 
heart-beats observable. 

Wbon the mouth of the womb is closed, and the 
cervis is moderately distended, it will be necessary ki 
perform section of the external oa and extraction. If, 
however, a rupture occurs when the neck is quite undia- 
tended and elosed, induction of premature labour should, 
provided the child is living and capable of life, be set 
about by means of puncture of the membranes — this, 
in order to avoid the extravasation of tlie fffital waters 
into the peritoneal cavity. When the neck of the womb 
is undistended and very narrow, and the child incapable 
of life, the accoucheur shoold not think of any operation, 
but leave the cure to nature, laying the mother on the 
side opposite to that where the rapture is, and staying 
the hsem.orrhage with ice-cold dressings on the abdomen, 
and introduction of bits of ice into the vagina, the pain 
by opiates (13, U, 30, 31, 32), and the nervous shook 
by analeptics. Injections into the cavity of the womb 
and tamponing must be avoided. Inflammation of the 
uterus and of the peritoneum must be treated according 
to general rules. If nature, when the fojtus has re- 
mained in the abdominal cavity, appears to strive to 
eliminate it by suppuration and perforation of the abdo- 
minal waU, the process must be facilitated by warm poul- 
tices and early opening. 



The bleeding is stayed by coIdappHcations; and when 
the mpture does not communicate with the abdominal 
cavity, by cold injections and introduction of bits of ice 
into the vagina.

The sterility of many young, and appa- 
rently healthy women, who menEtruate regularly, and 
have normal sexual organs, arises also, accoiding to 
Craun, thus — either Graafian vesicles are never matured 
and burst, because mental and emotional impressions 
act prejudicially to this process, or because there is deh- 
cient innervation of the ovaries, or because over great 
scarring in the ovaries spoils the development of Graafian 
vesicles ; or the liability of some women for conception 
is limited, we do not know why, to certain times that 
nothing reveals to us. The most favourable time for 
impregnation is believed to be the first days after normal 
menstruation, while the days iartheat from the men- 
strual period are least favourable to conception. Several 
observers have noticed conceptions after coitus during 
the menstrual period. 



BYPHILIS GHAVIDABITM — BTPSILIS OF PREGKANT WOMEN. 

In the treatment of the syphilis of pregnant women 
there are different opinions. Some believe that by the 
use of mercurials the fcetus is easily killed, and abortion 
brought on. But since we know that pregnant women, 
who are infected with a decided syphilitic dyscrasia, 
usually abort in the second half of the pregnant period, 
pregnancy cannot he a counter-indication to the adminis- 
tration of mercury, while, by prudent treatment of the 
mother, the Hfe of the offspring can be preserved. If 
confinement is very near at hand, a merely palliative 
treatment must be observed for the time being, and 
a radical treatment after the puerperal state is over. 
The most suitable are the milder preparations of mer- 
cury — as embrocation of unguent, cinereum* in small

Wheni 
mother, who has constitutional syphilis, cannot i .^^— 
her child, the latter, though only presumably syphiUtil 
and apparently healthy, must not he given up to 1 
strange nurse, because congenital syphilis does not Of 
pear till later, and then the nurse may be infected I 
giving suck.

It ia neceBsaty, however, to inject the vugina with water 
before the cauterising, in order to cleanae away the 
mucus or pua that covers the ulcers. 

The 80-named granulating ulcers of the os, which 
arise from neglected or badly treated eseoriations of the 
usual sort, require more decided treatment. When 
there is inflammatory swelling of the womb leeches 
must be applied, when there is pain without inflamma- 
tory swelling, narcotic injections and narcotics internally 
must be ordered (30-32, 104-108). If the ulcer ia 
languid, not indurated nor insensible, injectiona of 
astringent substances — alum (9), tannin (45), zinc (62), 
catechu (111), rhatany (112), &c. — are appropriate; if 
these are not auUicient, recourse must he had to cauteris- 
ing with nitrate of silver, solutio Plenltii (142), or with 
Vienna paste in the form of sticks (143), after which,

often needed for uterine ulcers. Since the patienti 
generally lose strength ftcim them, femtginons hatha^ 
river baths, cinchona (36, 37, 65), or steel (38-40), i 
indicated. 

Phagedainic ulcers require antiphlogistic treatmeid 
when inflammation is present ; afterwards cauterisation 
with lunar caustic, aolutio Plenkii [142], &c. In thi 
remaining cases a treatment of symptoms is requireiJi 
aeoording to the same principles as for caroiuoma u 
Syphilitic ulcers require mercnry. (See "SypMlitit 
ulcers" and "Syphilis' cutanea" in the " Pocketboo] 
of Surgical Diseases." *) ^™

VARICES— VAHICOSE VEtKS. 

Varitosites on the lower extremities and external 
genitals ocoui rather often in pregnant women, and fre- 
quently disappear of themaelvea after delivery. The 
treatment of tiiem must be, above all, dietetic, conBist- 
ing in the avoidance of every considerable bodily strain. 
Tha support of bandages or laced stockings * makes 
walking easier, and telievea disagreeable sensations, In- 
fiaimnation of the varices requires both repose of the 
body and dressings with cold water or Goulard's water. 
Hoemorrhage, ensuing on the rupture of a varicosity, 
must be stayed by careful compression, because it may 
end fatally under unfavourable circumstances. 

VOMITDS GRAVIDiRUM — VOMITING OF PREGNANT WOMEN. 

Vomiting is a common occurrence in the first half of 
ihe pregnant period, and during lahour, especially in the 
tiret stage. It is most abundant and common about the 
fifth and the sixth month, after that it often ceases of 
itself; sometimes it is very obstinate and troublesome, 
but seldom is it dangerous. For internal use may be 
employed — drugs containing carbonic acid, as efferves- 
cing powders, potio !Eiveri,t soda water, effervescing 
lemonade, iced champagne, potassic (144) and sodic 
carbonate, seltzer water, Bilin water, Giesshiibler, 
Kohitscher, Gleichenberger waters, and other acidulous 
drinks. Bitter, tonic, and antispasmodic remedies are 
such ae — radix calami, calumba (145), valerian (146), 
flores aurantii, berba absinthii, folia melisss, menthte, 
cortex cinnamomi, nux raoschata, assafcetida, pepsin, 
ethereal drugs (147), lumps of ico, iced water, ices, old 
wine, good liqueurs, caf^ noir, Eussian tea.^ Wlien the

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ANGINA FAUOIUM — INFLAMMATION OF THE THROAT. 

In mild cases it is sufficient to keep the child in bed, 
to have the room gently warmed and equally ventilated, 
and to give lukewarm drinks or slight diaphoretics. 
Local blood-letting can only be of use in cases where 
severe pain arises from determined swelling of the soft 
parts, and where the inflammation extends to the laryn- 
geal mucous membrane, and creates much embarrass- 
ment of breathing or hyperfflmia of the brain. Iced , 
water or little pieces of ice ate very useful, when 
jpven uninterruptedly until the swelUng has relaxed 
and the difScuIty of swallowing has ceased. When 
swelling of the tonsils increases rapidly, it is a iise- 
fal proceeding to cauterise them with lunar caustic 
or with solution of nitrate of silver (153), since not 
only is the rapid progress of the aflection checked in 
that way, but dtphlieritio exudation and sloughing 
may be prevented in many cases. If the swelling of 
the inflamed tonsils has gone to such an extent that 
even breathing ia considerably impeded, scarification of 
the tonsils is indicated. The application of leeches to 
the neck produces, according to Mayer, only transitory 
relief, while poultices may be injurious from the annoy- 
ance they occasion, and by augmenting congestion in 
the head. Accumulations of tough mucus must he 
removed by regular gargling with some lukewarm or 
cold fluid ; in infanta, by introducing the finger covered 
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m with soft lineD. Wliou an ubsteea fonnB, cooling diinlu

The treatment required even for the mildest forma of 
catarrh of larynx is a prudent, expectant, and reginienal 
one; rest to the larynx, inunersion in an atmospLere of 
eqnal temperature throughout, also damp and warm, 
mucih^inouB, gummy driaka, and expectorant medicines 
(160-163), may efl'ect a cure in a few days. Local 
abstractions of hlood ouglit tn lie required only now and 
then; and bo with emetics (164, 165), which may bo 
needed when expectoration fails to remove any accumu- 
lation of secreted matters. When there are spasms of 
the glottis, use warm hatha, narcotics, especially bella- 
donna {166, 167), valerian (168), asaaftetida (169), musk 
(170). If the symptoms get more severe, the means 
spoken of under "croup" must be employed

Many have been the meaiia and plans of cure and 
the apecifics reeommended for croup, aa for other very 
dangerous maladies ; in reahty, however, there is no 
specific for croup, and even Kymptomatic treatment haa 
seldom any good result in the more severe caaes. Ah 

n as symptoms which point to croup as a probable 
occurrence have been observed in a child, the patient 
must be at once put to bed (even when no paroxysms

must be observed. According to Skoda, if, dming the 
remissions of the declared malady, the child Dannot be 
kept qiiiet in any other way, recourse must be had to 
diuga for this puipoue, for example, to narcotics 
(235, 250, 309, 310, 341, 347), since oven the least 
overheating, such as is caused by nothing more than 
slight movements — by the playing of the child in bed, 
brujga on immediately moat violent exacetbations. 
The application of leeches may have good results ii 
oases where the affection is in its first stage in strong 
fMldren, if the embarrassment of breathing has, so early 
in the course of the malady, reached a high d^;reei 
because it is possible that, at the period of exacerbation, 
relief may be given by the bleeding. As a rule, ft 
number of leechea, the same as the years of the child's 
age, is put on over the sternum at its upper border. 
Veneaeotiona, which have done much mischief in chit 
drea's complaints, are to be avoided. It may be advan- 
tageous to apply moderately cold dressings 
larynx during the remissions, and in even 
paroxysm, to make them still colder. Cold water treat- 
ment is recommended by several German physicianiS — i 
I viz., by laying the child on its stomach on a cushion ol 

hay in a largo tub, or on a sheet tightly stretched ova 
the latter, and pouring from a height several paila o 
cold water along its apine, then drying thoroughly am 
putting it to bed well wrapped up. This proceeding i 
repeated several times daily, and may be recommendec 
'a the later stages of the complaint, and in casee tb 
jre despaired of. 

Among medicameats emetics take an important plai 
being especially indicated when false membranes couaf 
1 the dyspncca, and threaten to bring on death by suflbca 
1 tion, and when inspiration as well as espiiation il 
I embarraased. Tartar emetic is recommended, at first in 
I emetic (155, 171, 172), and afterwards in smaller doaeft 
f Sulphate of copper {173} has been credited with ■ 
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specific action on laryngeal oronp, but this unfortunately 
has not boen confirmed. 

Skoda considers it advisable and perfectly justifiable 
to use quinine m large doaes (174, 175) at tke time of 
remisMOO, for the esacei'butiona may be mitigated by it. 

The employment of calomel must bo earnestly dis- 
advised, especially ia doses which are capable of calling 
forth all the evil consequencee of mercurial poisoning. 
The physician must reirain from prescribing this dan- 
geroue remedy all the more, that not the shghtest result 
can be shown to have been got by its use. The same 
ia true of sulphide of potassium, of iodine, and other 
similar drugs. Inhalations of lactic acid are recom- 
mended. 

By several physicians carbonate of potash (17C), 
bicarbonate of soda, and chloride of potassium (177), 
are favourably spoken o£ 

To the remedies that aid a cure belong skin irritants, 
especially einapisms and emplastrum cantharidia, which 
are applied over the upper half of the chest, on the aide 
of the neck, or between the shoulder hladea. The 
application of these requires a certain amount of fore- 
sight, because they may occasion restlessness and fever 
ia susceptible and irritable children. Aperient or 
stimulating injections (with vinegar) may give relief to 
the want of breath and lessen the fever heat. 

For the spasmodic coutractiona of the glottis warm 
baths, narcotics, aasafcetida (169), and in case of collapse, 
musk (170) and wine are recommended. 

For cauterising the affected parts either acids are 
used (moderately diluted hydrochloric or nitric acid), or 
a solution of nitrate of silver (178), which is applied 
with a doubled piece of linen wound round a fine whale- 
hone staff. For parts that are easily reached, it is how- 
ever better to employ solid lunar caustic. 

The last means, and one which sometimes effects a 
enn, is tracheotomy. The right time for the operation 
must be considered to be when there are violent 
parosysms of choking with dyapntea and whistling

■breathing, when the first signs of asphyxia and comn 
appear, when the medicines used have done no good, 
and in spite of their exhibition matters gat steadily 
worse, and when the bodily strength does not aeeni 
sufficient to remove the collected aecretiona and false 
memhrane with the coughing, or even perhaps the 
vomiting. Tracheotomy is no use if the cronpouB 
inflammation has made its way into the smaller bron- 
chial tubes, and has stuffed these with fihrinous masses 
of exudation. The operation is performed in the follow- 
ing way : — ^After making an incision in the skin, laying 
hare the trachea and staying the bleeding,* the four 
or five uppermost rings are cut through, and the trachea 
is kept open by introduction of a eanula (the canula of 
Trousseau, or the double tube of Borgellat). When 
improvement has progressed, the tube should be closed, 
at first for a shorter and then for a longer period, with 
a little plug ; if breathing goes on freely, the canula 
should be removed, and it should be attempted to bring 
together the margins of the wound, with a suitable and 
simple dressing, and to bring about in this way a eom-

Internal treatment is superfluous, and even injurioufi, 
if no other complaint it 

The treatment of soor [see last note], too, requires the 
observance of the necessary rules of cleanliness. The. 
Boor masses must be wiped away as they are formed! 
with a bit of linen dipped in water, the oral cavity must 
he frequently washed out with pure water, aad this pro- 
ceeding must be repeated as often as new accumulationa 
are formed. Brushing with mucilaginous and emollient 
fluids, with borax, alum, chloride of lime, acida, &e., 
is auperfluoos, and, in fact, injurious. Any complica- 
tions that are present must he treated according to thdf 
nature.

The treatment of infianimation of the umbilical artery 
consists of careful evacuatioE of the matter (by gentle 
pressure directed from puhea to nave!), in keeping the 
folds about the navel clean, and giving lukewarm baths. 
Phlebitis umhilicalia i^, aa being an absolutely fatal 
aSection, to be treated according to symptoms. 



The degree of the asphyxia must be taken into account 
in treating. In the less advanced grades of apparent death, 
in Tvhich the child does not breathe just after birth, but 
either moves, or presents a normal rate of the pulse in 
the umbiiiual vein and the heart, with bluish red colour 
of the akin, Braun recommends instant production of 
respiratory movements. This is best accomplished by 
removal of the mucus present in the mouth and throat 
with the feather of a quill or with the little linger, by 
setting the child up on its feet, or by laying it on its 
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side with the mouth turned downwards, hy exciting reflex 
moyementa with dashing cold water on the face and 
breast, covering the body with a worm flannel wrapper, 
and rubhing the whole back gently with flanneL By 
thus exciting the skin a yery deep and strong iuBpiratioii, 
and a subsequent hardly noticeable expiration wilt 
ueuaUy he brought about, when sensibility of the 
cutaneous nerves yet exists, and the medulla and nervuB 
vagua are capable of performing their functions. These 
movements are repeated at intervals of some seen 
minutes, the pulsation in the umbilical cord hereupon 
stops, and the contractions of the heart continue in rapid 
rhythBi. After cessation of pulsation in the cord, liga- 
ture and division of it should be performed, the child 
should be wrapped in warm flannel or warm clothing, 
laid on a pillow, and allowed to rest for some time,, 
during which respiration generally becomes more rapid 
1^^^^ and free. But if one cannot succeed, with the cluld 
^^^^ still attached to the placenta, in bringing about inspiia- 
^^^^B tion hy stimulation of the ekin, and if the heart's con-^ 
^^^^P tractions get abnormally slow, the cord must be cut, the

countenance appears natural, rubbed in warm wrappings. 
In the higher degrees of apparent death, in which the 
skin appears blue or pale, warm or cold, but no trace td 
motion, breathing, pulsation of the cord, or moToment 
of the heart can be made out, the cord must, a 
to Braun, be as quickly as possible severed, all this 
jnucuB in the mouth removed, the child laid on a pillo^i 
and auscultation practised most attentively in the region 
of the heart. If the sounds of the heart are very weat 
and slow, we must facilitate the action of the organ \ 
immediate introduction of air into the lungs, withoiA 
losing time uselessly in stimulating the skin ; for nothing 
removes a paretic state of the heart so rapidly as the 
entrance of atmospheric air into the lungs. The ii^nf- 
flation of air is done either from mouth to mouth, the 
nasal openings being left unstopped, but the mouth oT 
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tlie blower being protected from tlie mucus wliich. escapes 
firom the cldld's nose by a towel laid ovtr the upper lip 
of the child, or by his iDtroducing a small elastic tube 
into one nostril, or through the mouth into the larynx. 
Since, whicbever of these methods we follow, a little 
air goes into the stomach, the hand, resting on the 
abdomen, must make slight preaanre after each gentle 
introduction of air, so aa to imitate an oxpiratorj move- 
ment. As soon aa an inspiration has occurred, and 
the pulsations of the heart have become more frequent, 
the blowing in of air must be given up for some minutes, 
and stimulants must be appUed to the ekin. These are 
such as tickling the soles of the feet, the mouth, the 
nose, anci the palate witli a feather, rubbing the skin, 
gi-ving a clyster of cold water or Tinegar, salt, mus- 
tard, &e., the smoke of burning paper, placing the 
child alternately in warm and in cold water, wrapping 
in hot clothes, applying to the nose aubatauces with 
a powerful smeil, such aa spirit of aTumonia, iK;c., bru^h- 
iog over the pit of the stomach and the tomples with 
oil of mustard, applying cupping-glasses or caoutchouc 
bottles to the nipples so as to produce a sucking action. 
It is a fact that emphysema of the lungs may be 
caused by imprudent insufflation, and therefore this 
process should not he resorted to if the heart's activity 
• ia not very much in abeyance, or if mild stimulants to 
the skin are likely to produce respiratory movements. 
and the change from the fostal state of thin^. If a 
rattling sound persist after breathing has comm.enced, 
oxymel sciUie should be given every quarter of an hour, 
BO as to cause vomiting. Children who have been 
restored to life, but are still very weak, sometinjcs 
remain unable to swaLow, in which case refreshing or 
nourishing matters that are given, should be adminis- 
tered through a narrow cesophagus tube, in an upright 
position of the patient. Every child that is (to all 
appearance) stillborn must be put in a warm place and 
watched, till liypostasea ami cfidaveric rigidity set in.

ATRESIA AN I IMPBRFOKATE ANUS. 

When there is congenital membranous closure of tlie 
anufl, it is enough, to enter a bistoury at the (easily 
noticeable) side of the anal opening, and to enlarge the 
wound by a crucial incision with a probe-pointed bis- 
toury carried along a grooved director. A acieaors may 
be used to remove the flaps thus formed. 

If the site of the closuro is higher up, tbe index 
finger of tho left hand or a grooved director must be 
introduced, a small straight bistoury made to pierce the 
obstrQcting membrane in a proper direction, and the 
opening thus made enlarged with ii probe-pointed bis- 
toury. Reunion is prevented by introducing tents of 
charpie [or lint], and secormg them by a thread and a 
piece of aticking plaster. 

If a longish tract of tho rectum is obliterated, the 
following method may be adopted in endeavouring to 
establish a normal anna ; — The bladder is emptied, and 
the catheter is left in it, in order that the operator

Artificial feeding should be begun only with childrsB 
whose mothers are not in a position to give suck, aaC 
with those ^ho threaten to infect the nurse (fin 
example, if the parents are syphilitic). The { ' 
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when assistance ia required, is good cow'b 
mili, altliongh guat's milk approaphea most in composi- 
tion to mother'a milk.* The milk of animala is given 
to children with the help of ancking bottles, made with 
teats reaemhling nipples, composed of Tolcanised caout- ■ 
chouc, prepared cow'a udder, or prepared + ivory. 
Cow's milk destined for suckling a child must be fresh 
from the cow, and not akimmed ; it must not have an 
acid reaction, must hn taken every day from the same 
animal, and preferably in the evening, and before being 
given moat not be boiled, but wanned by adding warm 
WBter. In the first month cow'a milk must be dilated 
with water, and sweetened with sugar ; in the first 
week half its volume, and in the second week a quarter 
of its volume being added. After the first month cow'b 
milk may be taken undilated if the digeative powers 
are good, or a change may even he made to nouriah- 
ment of a less fluid sort, such aa a pap made from 
ground biscuit, or from ground rice, floui, or arrowroot, 
with milk and augar, or to wheaten bread soaked in 
boiled milk, or to an infusion of cocoo-beans alternately 
with sweetened beef tea. When a child does not thrive 
on artificial nourishment, next to a nurse's milk, suck- 
ling, by putting the child to a goat's teats ia usually 
attended with good results. If this substitute cannot 
be obtained, and the child sufTera from indigestion, the 
cow's milk must be diluted with anise tea, pigeon, 
chicken, or veal aoup, or with a decoction of arrowroot, 
malt, biscuit, or Indian com in the proportion called 
for. If the ingestion of milk, espeoiaJly in the height 
of summer, causes eructation, colic, vomiting, diftrrhtea, 
thrush, or wasting, this must be altogether djscontinned 
for aeveral days, and sweetened beef tea and water ofT 
biacuit with or without the yolk of an egg, or alter- 
nately with these an infusion of roasted cocoa-beans or 
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maize are to be used. To rather young eliildren soup 

made from veal, chicken, &c., ia given ; in older chit 

dren that from beef; for which purpose the veiy useful 

preparation, colled in England beef tea, is adapted, 

being prepared by pouring boiling water over raw meat 

cut up into bits, expressing after digestion for foui 

hours, and adding a little salt to the liquid obtained.

BBOKCHtTIG BT CiTARRHUB BRONCHIALIS — ISFLAMMATIOS 
AND CATARRH OF TBE BROKCHI. 

In acute bronchial catarrh the diet must be rather 
restricted, milk given to oldish children must be diluted ; 
barley water, or rice or maize water, must be used for 
drinking, aoup but not meat be given, the bowels moved 
with mild aperients or injections, and the skin kept 
highly active. When there is increase of irritation 
from coughing, aqua Laurocerasi (160), aq. ceraaorum 
(192), est. hyoBcyanii (193), est. cannabis iudicaa (194), 
pnlv. Doveri (195), belladonna (16G, 167), may be 
ordered ; when there is obstinate coughing, syrupus 
ipecacuanhie (161), or a weak infusion of ipecacuan 
(163), and externally moist and warm applications to 
the breast, are required. 

In treating chronic bronchial catarrh, one thing is 
especially to be avoided — viz., the recurrence of the 
acute affection, and therefore also every exposure to 
heat or cold. Besides the narcotics Just named, which 
give especial relief &om violent irritative cough, or 
from smart dyspncea, inhalations of the steam of water, 
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impregnated with u proportion of salt, often < 
stalking improvement. Good results ate often got from 
deriTation towards the skin, from rubbing the back, the 
front of the chest, and sometimes even the whole body, 
with cold water. Vesicants are of little use, and so 
with sinapiama ; these last may sometimes be useful a< 
an earlier period, especially for relieving the feeling of o> 
pressiom Expectorants, such as ipecacuanha (161, 163), 
senega (196), oxymel scUlie, sal ammoniac (1 62), may aififf 
give relief. Astringents, such as tannin (197), lead (19S), 
have seldom any eSect upon abundant secretion of mucus. 
The treatment of bronchitis demands attention to thA 
state of the patient's strength, the diaeaees that haTSi 
preceded it, the age, the manner of giving nourisbment^ 
the abode and the nursing. For a high degree of bron- 
chitis the treatment must be palliative ; abstraction o: 
blood is seldom well borne ; narcotics and expectorants 
are better. Vigorous antiphlogistic and evacuant treat- 
ment is a means of facilitating an unfavourable te> 
mination^-especially so in ill-nourished children^ 
capillary bronchitis neither antiphlogistics not poiga' 
tivea, vesicants nor sinapisms, bring about any good J 
sometimea narcotics do; nor have emetics any sacK 
effect in this malady, as in pneimionia or threatened 
suffocation. In the milder cases good may be got from 
inhalation of the vapour of water, or of millt, maUov, 
or aromatic herbs. In many cases the application of 
cold to the thoras proves a beneficial proceeding, only 
the degree of cold must not be great, water at the tamr 
perature of the air being all that is to be used at 
first, and gradual progress made towards cold diessingK 
During convalescence a fine woollen binder may 1

For weakly children, who cannot hear 
the cold douche, it is better to put the lower part of the 
body in a warm bath, and to pour the cold water only 
on the head and back.

""ect. Aromatic plants, and espe- 
1 ambrosioides, have been reoom- 
g time; this last is just as indiffo- 
n its working as melisaa, mentba, 
origanum, ^c. Oxide of zinc (213), sulphate (214), and 
valerianate of zinc (215), the preparations of copper, 
especially the ammonio-sulphate (216), iron (217), bie- 
muthum album (218), may he employed with benefit in 
mild eases. Quinine (219) has no particular influence 
nn the common form of chorea, hut an unmistakable 
influence on Cliorea magna — only, however, when given 
in very lat^e doses, half a drachm or more at a time. In 
aevere and obstinate eases are prescribed — tartar emetic 
(220), chloroform inhalations, and chloroform embroca- 
tions (321) in the region of the spine, and, in case of 
veiy strong and intermitting spasms, musk (222). 
Arsenic and strychnia are generally useless, and are to 
be employed only with the greatest caution.

OOLICA POLIO. 

In the colic of cliildren at the breast the usefiil things 
are warm baths and applications, injections of a weak 
infusion of chamomile, and, when there is constipation 
as an accompaniment, a gentle aperient or laxatiye 
injection ; in obstinate cases a small dose of tinctura 
opii crocata. The general state of health, and the daily 
routine of the little patients, mnst be looked to, for 
attacks of colic at this ago often arise from errors in 
dietary. In case of older children, the drugs, &c., in 
use for adults, may be employed. 



Tho treatment is to he directed against the attacks 
themselves, and against the lesion which has produced 
them. The causes are Tory diverse, and are such as 
disease of the brain, or of its membranes and bony 
encasings, catarrh of the stomach and intestines, con- 
stipation, diarrhcea, flatulence, acute esanthems, inflam- 
mations of internal organs, wounds, worms, &c. Oppoker 
has used inhalations of chloroform with good eSect in 
children past infancy. These ought to be undertaken 
(not 80 as to narcotise tho child deeply) whenever the 
jerkingB of the variouB muscles show the approach of 
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the paroK^sni ; and, as soon as the play of the muscles 
Btopa, the inhalatioti must he intennitted till a fresh 
threatening of convulsion calls for it again. But if it 
does not happen that the attacks are suppressed by the 
use of chloroform, then the danger which impends from 
the great accumulation of hlood [in the venous system], 
and the emburraGsed breathing, must be averted i 
much as possible. For this purpose Oppolzer ge 
friction of the moat varloua parte of the body set about, 
warm cloths being used for this when the limba ara 
cold ; when they are not so, he uses spirituoua and 
aromatic embrocations ; mUd irritAuts, mustard and, 
water, and irritant injections are also serviceable for 
warding off eollapae. Energetic cold affusions, witli th* 
child sitting in a lukewarm bath, are often attended, 
with benefit. In order to mitigate the evil ( 
quences of strong congestion of the brain, cold dres^gai 
should be applied to the head, and, if circumstances 
demand it, leeches should be applied behind the ea 
and the bowels should be purged. Some recommend al 
sulphate of zinc. During the attack care must be takes 
that the child in no way hurts itself, and that til 
saliva esca]ies as much as possible from the mouth b_ 
the child being laid on its aide; in children who hava 
got teeth, biting the tongue must be guarded against by 
the insertion between the jaws of a little bit of wood 
covered with linen. After the attack the greatest quiet 
rauflt be provided for, everything that m^ht disturb 
the mind being far removed. The cold applicationft 
should be kept on with for a while, the nourishment 
should not bo such as to require n strong digestion, a 
the bowels should be opened from time to time. Fd 
preventing rela]j8e one must recommend proper i 
of the child both in bodily and in mental respc 
appropriate diversion, sparing exertion of body and 
mind, and bracing up the constitution with methodical 
bodily exercises, cold washing, fresh and salt water 
baths. Children who have a tendency towards eclampgi* 
often benefited by change of scene and diet. 



BIFFECDLT TEETHING. 



■ In our climate [that of Vieiina] tLe teetli seldom 
appear before the sixth month — generally in the 
seyentb ; and in the third year, as a rule, tlie teething 
process ia completed. Exceptions occur, however — the 
teeth, sometimes breaking the gum in the third month, 
or even at the age of fourteen days. Luzainsky relates 
cases where children brought two or four teeth into the 
world with them. One comes across children, on the 
other hand, who at the age of eleven months and more, 
have no teeth cat, or who have not, in their third year, 
completed tbeir dentition, in which cases the suspicion 
of riclcets occurs to the mind, since the development of 
the osseous system advanues step for step with that of 
the teeth. The enlargement of the gums, which ia 
noticeable in cliildren aa early as the third month, and 
increases steadily, causes iirat an irritation of the mouth, 
which the infants show by often trying to get objects 
into it; they feel heat in the same part, have thiist and 
diminished appetite, and the flow of saliva is abundant. 
The irritation shifts into the air passages and the ali- 
mentary tract, whence cough and diarrbcea are frequent 
aocompaniments of teething. The pain that children 
aafFer till the eruption through the gums is completed, 
usually makes them whimsical and sleepless, and may 
have such an effect on the nervous system as to bring on 
convulsive attacks. Luzsinsky treated adidts who suf- 
fered for several weeks from these symptoms, both local 
and general, and which did not go off till the cutting of 
teeth ensued. Such symptoms require generally nothing 
more than mild dietetic treatment, only care must be 
taken to notice whether one or other of them is like to 
develope into an independent complaint, in which case 
it must be met with energetic and appropriate treat 
ment. Luzsinsky thinks it unnecessary to scarify the 
gums at the place where the tooth is expected to appear, 
and those physicians who think that they remove every 



difficulty by that procMding, only put obstacles ia 
nature's path. Chewing at a solid ohject, too fthe radix 
iridis pro infaniibas, or the disgnsting suzel), is to bo 
'jtvoided, because the irritation in the mouth, the pain, 
md the secretion of saliva, are increased by it

The great point ia to remove the oanae, and to oider 
fa suitable diet both for the child, and for the mother, at 
nurse, in the case of a child at the breast. The mon 
severe the diarrhcea, the more must the diet be kepi. 
within bounds ; even of the articles allowed — whidL 
should be aoups made with rice, barley, sago, fowl, ot 
. veal — only smalt q^uantitiea dare be given at a time, fbr 
1 fear of renewing the contractions of the bowels. Mucila- 
■ ginous iluids, and such as will coat the bowel, should 
be given to drink ; for example, decoctions of salep,* 
arrowroot, &c., or emulsions (233). For children at tha 
breasts it is enough to order warmth, short stay in ths 
bath, and internally to give tinct. rhei aquosa (221), 
Schuller recommends calomel to be given at the begin- 
} ning of diarrhcea with fever (335), In more severe case* 
\ ipecacuanha (336), Dover's powder (337), tincture (rfj 
rhatany (338) ; in chronic diarrhtea, bitter Mid aromatie 
drugs, calumba (329, 230), cascanlla (331), cinchona 
(338), are ordered. If the lesion is in the large intes- 
tine, injections of a coating or astringent nature (233, 
334), mixed, in case of pain, with some drops of tincture 
I of opium, are indicated. "We have had recommended 
I recently, in obstinate cases, the raw meat treatment, if 
I the diarrhoea ia not the result of a tuberculous affection 
I of the canal, or a symptom of a scrofolous infiltration at 
I the mesenteric glands. Good consequences are observed 
I to follow this treatment in children of fifteen to sixteen 
I months, and between two and three years of age. Thft 

ciila; halfanonn 
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method is to take lean beef or mutton, cut it in little 
bits, and pound in a mortar tiU it is of tbe consistence 
of thick soup; the product is passed through a fine 
strainer, so that only the juice of the meat, the blood, 
and the fibrine get through, while vessels and cellular 
tissue remain upon the filter. The meat porridge 
obtained in this way is taken at first to the extent of 
one to two ounces, two to four times in the course of 
the day, and from that quantity one may rise to rather 
over half a pound per diem. In case of resistance by 
the child, the meat porridge may be made into little 
boluses, and these mixed with sugar or confections 
according to the taste of the child. No other nourish- 
ment is to be prescribed during this course ; the drink 
should be pure water, or water mixed with white of 
egg, and sweetened with sugar (albumen water).

When dysentery appears, the treatment must take 
quick and decided hold, in order to put a atop as aoon 
as possible to the exteneion and growth of the disease. 
For internal use order opiates, extract of opium (236), 
Dover's powder with tannin (236) or alum (237), gum 
tdno (238), mucilaginous injections, with tincture of 
opium (233), tannin {334, 239), oil of Mars (240); or. 
if these faU, and in cases of considerable diachaiye of 
mucus and pus, with nitrate of silver (241). When 
there is tenesmus, good service is rendered by opiate 
suppositories (242) or cold dressings ad anum.. If the 
dysenteric evacuation [proper] is interrupted hy copious 
yellowish evacoations, rhubarb (213) should he ordered, 
and afterits operation Dover'epowder, with tannin (236), 
should be kept on with. For drinks may be used-^ 
mucilaginous fluids, thin soups of rice, barley, oatmeal, 
&c, or fresh water; but only just so much as ia needful 
to quench the tormenting thitat. The diet should be 
limited as much as possible. When tho dysenteric 
symptoms subsido, hitter drugs are indicated, as calumba 
(329, 23U), cascarilla (231), and cinchona (15S, 159,

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DYSPEPSIA — INDIGESTION. 



Besides looking after the causes, an appropriate 
dietetic regimen is necessary; many accidents arising 
from indigestion require only a regimenal treatment. 
When there is acidity of vomited matters and of the 
evacuations, we must use, in addition to avoidance of all 
articles of food containing acid, or whose constituents 
are apt to turn into lactic, acetic, or butyric acids, the 
antacid drugs, lime water (244), carbonate of soda 
(245, 246), crabs-eyes (246), &c. If the contents of 
the stomach have an alkaline reaction, tiy to make up 
for the want of acid by vegetable or diluted mineral 
acids, as acetic, tartaric, citric (201), and their salts, by 
hydrochloric, phosphoric, or sulphuric acid (156). If 
the irritability of the stomach is not above par, and the 
primary digestion of the food is weakly and slowly 
accomplished, then, if dietetic treatment has had no 
good result, the bitter tonics, cascariUa (231, 247, 248), 
rhubarb (248, 249), cinchona (158, 159), calumba 
(229), &c., are indicated. When the dyspeptic symp- 
toms are subdued, the regimen shall still be observed 
for a time, in order to prevent relapse.

In case of evident 
irritability of the neck or body of the bladder, com- 
pelling the patient to urinate copiously, injectiona con- 
taining opium are extremely aaefuL Bednar recom- 
mends the following plan ; — The child is put to bed as 
usual, having a little before evacuated the bladder ; it is 
allowed to fall asleep ; in three-quarters of an hour, oc 
at the outside, an hour, it is wakened up, and made to 
rise and make water. H^ext night the wakening is 
postponed five minutes, and so on night after night until 
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Ette firat sleep can be allowed to go on for two oi three 
I' hours; after that the child is not roused at all, or only 
I. If thia proceeding ia not fonntl sufficient, bella- 
donna Bhouldbe givoa intemalljat the same time (252). 
Thia mode of cure must be persevered in for aome lengtii 
of time ; not continaously, however, but with intervals 
of several days or weeks, in order to bring about com-

tions. The employment of cupping-glasses, of blisters 
to the hack, of embrocations of unguentum antimonii 
tartarati, is not only auperlluous but positively injuri- 
ons. The impending atrophy of the muscles must be 
kept back as much as possible by good nourishment, 
pnie air, electricity, rubbing and handling, lukewarm 
and cold baths. When contractions and othor defor- 
mities are present, oithopredic surgery may effect some 
benefit. 



BXCOHIATIO UMBILICI — EXCORIiTlON OF THE NAVEL. 

The treatment requires a careful maintenance of 
cleanlineBS. The folds of skin about the navel should 
be frequently and gently drawn out, and the bottom of 
the part abotild be dried carefully, or a tent of charpie 
[or bit of lint], with or without lead lotion, should be 
applied. If the excoriation runs on to hlenorrhrea, 
whereupon abaceea of the folds about the navel may 
occur, it is enough, for letting out the matter, to run a 
needle into the collection. If the blenorrhcea does not 
get cured, granulations may be formed, which at times 
quickly develope into a more or leas stalked excrescence, 
called navel sponge {fiivgus umhih'ci). 

In this case a repeated brush with nitrate of silver is 
for the most part a sufBcient remedy. But the surer 
and quicker means is cutting olf with a scissors, the 
navel folds being drawn out, the stalk cut through 
with a Cooper's scissors, and the wound touched with 
potassa fusa. If strangling the excrescence be thot^ht 
desirable, the ligatures must be applied as deeply as 
possible.

Congenital hydrocele in young cliildren genemllj gets 
laetter if they iwe kept horizontal in bed, while aromatic. 
infnsions may be put over the part at the same tima; 
In cases where resorption is not brought about, embrcK 
cations with iodide of potasaium ointment (207, 208), 
may be used, or dresainga of well-diluted tincture o 
iodine. For the radical cure, Linhardt recommends buI 
cutaneous diTision of the prolongation of the tunical sa 
with a fine tenotomy-knifo with concave-cutting edga 
Q the following way : — A fold of the scrotum is ralseri 
p, a finely -stallted tenotomy-knifa is inserted, caniei 
a flatwise for some distance between the skin of thj 
scrotum and the serous sac, and then an incision, oni 
to one a half inch long, is made with the tenotome, 
tedema of the scrotum comes on, but it quickly gc 
again, and the proeesuwi vaginalis closes. Lindhardt sa^ 
no use in resorbent medicines; he thinks that whert 
these appear to have done good, either the epoufaneoni 
shrinking of the processus vaginalis was at the bottod

Puncture, too, acts almost wholly in a pal- 
liative way, removing a part of the fluid, but not closing 
the serona cavity. Pitha particularly recommends acu- 
punctura 

HYDROCEPHALUS i 



The treatment of the symptoms that point to the 
advent of serous exudation in children consists, according 
to Skoda, in the physician's diminishing the inflam- 
mation of the brain, and that partly by local ahstrac- 
tions of blood, which must be proportioned to the age 
and strength of the child, and partly by encoiu'aging the 
return of blood from the head by elevating it. Accnmu- 
lationa of ftecea and wind in the bowels must be got 
rid 0^ and one must also try to heat the extremities 
from without by rubbing, &e., as they tend to get cold. 
The employment of sinapisms, vesicants, embrocations, 
with unguentum authonriethi [antimonii tartarati], un- 
guentum cinereum [ung. hydrargyri + laidto one-tmrdof 
its weight], and also clothing the head with oiled silk, are 
superfluous and injurious to veiy young children. One 
con, unhappily, often convince one's self that rubbing 
in the antimoniai ointment not only does not cure the 
affection, but adds to it another pamfiil malady, prone 
to absorption of pua anil erysipelas. Emetics ought 
to he quite laid aside when symptoms of water in the 
head appear. Almost constant vomiting occurs of itself, 
which is not seldom the forerunner of aoftcning of 
the stomach, a process that soon puts an end to life,

if this has not already occmred from eoftening of the 
Lram. Yariom things ore mentioned as availing against 
the convulsive attacks, but none of them can have any 
influence. According to Luzfiinsky, those rare cases of 
. recovery that occur, owe their cure rather to the activity 
^ jof nature herself than to any mode of troatment. Art 
cui only place obstacles in the path of the disease, try- 
ing, on the one hand, to ward off all lesions that violent 
irritation of the infant's brain induces and maintains; 
on the other hand, providing for the formation of good 
nourishing blood. Skin-irritants, violeat excitement o£' 
the secretions, and all things of that sorl^ are mora: 
injurious than uaefuL 



In chronic hydrocephalus, too, treatment is of donlit-, 
fol efficacy, every effort to remove the accumulated flnid' 
by evacuants or absorbent medicines being vain. Maay 
phyejcians still reeommeud compression of the skull by^ 
strips of sticking plaster, which are laid first round tha 
head, then across it ; but these can just as little remove 
the hydrocephalus as can the plan of clothii^ the head 
in oiled silk, of which, not long ago, many physicians aeid' 
wonderful things. Puncture of the skull is advisedl 
especially when the hydrocephalus has gone to such, 
an extent that the bones of the skull are widely sepa- 
rated from one another, and that the head has a qnita 
unsightly appearance, and is twice or three times ita 
natural eize. Puncture has been often performed, bnt 
never with a favourable result ; either convulsions cams 
on rapidly after the operation, and death in a very short 
time, or the child seemed for a time to bear the removal 
of the fluid well, but after that a fresh accumulation toc^ 
place ; or convulsions, coma, and death came on, but not; 
till later. In ^vpjy case, therefore, puncture of the skull 
is not a proaeedmg to be recommended. 
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This affection requires no particular treatment in 
general, disappearing, as it does, usually in a few days. 
Daily ■warm batlia serve to keep up the action of the 
akin. Mild purgatives should be given only in. cases 
■where simple purgative injections fail to remove con- 
eiderable constipation. Sometimes, however, jaundice 
presents itself in new-bom children as a symptom of 
other diseases, and therefore, a careful examination of 
all the organs should lie made ■when jaundice appears, 
that no possible lesion of them may be overlooked. 
Jaundice is rather rare in older children, and the causes 
and treatment are the same as in adults. 

INFLAMMATIO TEITDB CELLULOSl — OELLD LITIS. 

InflammotioQ of the cellular tissue tequires the local 
application of means calculated to suhdue inflammation, 
above all, of ice dressings, and when swelling increases, 
of leeches. If traces of suppuration and fluctuation are 
found, the cold dressings must bo exchanged for those 
that are lukewarm and emollient, and the abscess must 
be opened early. The further treatment is the same 
as for an ordinary ahscesa. "WLen the cellular tissue 
dies, the first traces of gangrene must be destroyed 
with a caustic — lunar caustic, potassa tiisa, or a concec- 
tiated acid ; and the wound must be treated 'with creasc-te 
water,* or a weak solution of nitrate of silver in an 
aromatic solution. Lcischner recommends the external 
use of dOuted creaaote in a decoction of Peruvian bark, 
Internally, large doses of quinine {174, 175), acids (156. 
199), or ivine are indicated.

Vanculnr Spots, or Teletingieetaies.f — These are i®t 
moved by setting up inflammation or suppuration, awt 
mointaimng the latter till the ougiectatic tissue is d& 
stroyed.

For tliis purpose the 
tinest inocalating needles should be taken, the poinU^ 
dipped in fresh lymph, all the needles sunk into the 
erectile tissue at intervals of one to one-half cent.,* and 
left as long as seems sufficient to saturate the tisaufi 
with vaccine matter. In a case here and there, unguentum 
antimonii tartarati msy be used for vaccine matter. 
Superficial extended teleangiectaaea may also be destroyed 
by repeated touching with potaasa fuaa or nitric acid. 
When the teleangiectaBes are limited, and deeply em- 
bedded in the common integument, etirong caustics are 
used, especially caustic collodion (8 gre. corrosive sub- 
limate to 1 drachm of collodion), caustic Vienna paste 
[potnssa cuni calce], Canquoin's [zinc] paste.f These lasl 
are laid, in varying thickness, in a hole of a piece of 
perforated sticking plaster that correeponds to the cir- 
emnferenoe of the teleangiectases. Extirpation with the 
knife may be undertaken in eases of teleangiectaspR 
that are sharply circumscribed, elevated, and have a 
small base. This proceeding eifects its purpose soonest 
if we can manage to unite and heal the \ioand per primovt 
inlentionem. For fear of violent bleeding, this opera- 
tion should not be undertaken in sucklings and tender 
children. Very small teleangiectases may, in new-bom 
children, be seized with a forceps, cut off with a curveil 
scissors, and the wound touched with lunar caustic. 
Ligature is especially indicated with individuals who 
fear the knife and are poor-blooded, in those cases 
where cumerous vessels and vital ports occur at the 
bottom and in the neighbourhood of the teleangiectases, 
or where the growths, on account of their thickness or 
their situation, are not suited for any other treatment.

If | 
showa itaelf externally, some advise us to make 
incision in the first pkce ; to remove with the protruding 
angles, not only the gangrenous, hut also the sound por- 
tion ; then, and not till then, to apply the caustic or 
the actual cautery, and to hmsh over the part with diluted 
cieasote in a decoction of Peruvian bark, or with cin- 
chona powder. If the progress of the gangrene cannot 
be atayed, or if the desb'uction baa already gone too lar, 
palliative treatment alone remains to us. The greatest 
cleanliness must he provided for, the unbearable smell 
diminisbed by removing what is gangrenous, by inject- 
ing and rinsing with solution of chloride of lime (271), 
by dusting charcoal powder on the part, by using 
astringents (273-275), and antiseptics {276-278). The 
strength of the patient must he kept up by a nourishing 
diet, cinchona (158, 169), wine, mineral acids (156, 
199), &c. If symptoms of collapse appear, stimulanta, 
SB wine, ether, camphor (279), musk (170), valeriiin 
(168), &c., must be given.

If the blood comes from 
remains of the cord not yet dried up, a fresh ligature ia 
to be put on; if tjie blood springs from a fixed point, a 
thorough cauteriaing with nitrate of silver, with an acid, 
with sesquichloride of iron, or with the actual cautery, 
may he employed ; if the blood comes' from an unohlite- 
rated aperture in one of the vessels of the navel, oi from 
several points, the ligature recommended by Dubois is 
useful, and ia put on as follows :■ — The child being 
laid in a convenient position, the operator carries a 
harelip needle from left to right under the skin at the 
base of the navel, in. such a way that only the skin and 
not the abdominal wall ia transfixed ; a ligature is 
canied in a course from above downwards, then under 
the navel, and round the other side, bo as to raise the 
navel up ; a second needle is introduced under the 
former, in a vertical direction from above downwards 
through the integument, and then both needles and 
threads are covered with turns in figure-of-eight fashion, 
aa in the operation for harelip. In. order to avoid 
bleeding at the points of esit and entrance of the 
needles, a circular lacing ie made in addition round the 
base of the navel.

PLBUBITia — INPLAMMATION OF THE PMORA. 

In Bocklinsfi, mild irritants for the sldn, warm baths, 
local abstractions of blood, embrocations with warm oil 
and ungueiitum cinereum (diluted ung. hydraigyri), in 
combination with tinct. opii, warm poidtices, and small 
doses of nitre, are reeommended. Older chUdren should 
be kept in a mild and equable temperature, and in pure 
uir ; aa long as fever and inflammation continue, a 
scanty diet and cooling drinks (166, 199), or emulsions, 
(223) must be taken. The pleuritic pain is reheved by 
cold dressings, or, in case of these not being bearable, 
by warm fomentations, and also by local abstractions of 
blood, only the last must be undertaken with becoming 
prudence, because anseraia and debility may easily come 
on after them. For the cough, narootica are uaefal, 
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euck 03 aqua Laurocerasi (398), extractom hyoscyaii^ 
(193), extractam cannabis indicts (29&)< pulv. Doveil 
(195), extractum opii (335) ; when there is considmableV 
dyspncea and vary quick pulse, digitoUa (300, 301) i 
indicated. When there is constipation, aperient clystere 
or mild laxatives are reqiuTed. At the same time, it 
must not be forgot, when there is na feYeriahneea, to 
promote the digestive powers, and provide for main- 
tenance of Btrei^th and for nutrition of the body. 
Resorption of the exudation may be brought on by 
embrocations with unguentum cinereum, brushing with 
diluted tincture of iodine or glycerine of the same (208), 
and also by the prudent exhibition of mild diuretics 
(300, 305). Hennig considers thoracentesis, or the 
operation for empyema, to be indicated when a oni- 
latera! and abundant effusion does not after some weeks 
decrease, in spite of proper treatment, and when, on the 
other hand, signs of deterioration of the blood set in — 
if unilateral empyema, constantly increasing, presses the 
heart more and more aside, deprives the patient of 
sleep, and causes strong fever and brain complications 
of importance. If exudations of different &ge occupy 
both sides of the chest, Oppolzer recommends that aide 
where the most recent formation is, to be punctured.

PNEUMONIA — INFLAMltiTlOB OF THE LlTNGa. 

1. Inflanimaiioii o/tlte Lungs of Sucklimja. 
Caturrkdl pni'umonia, which is a, very frequent affec- 
tion of early childhood, is treated aimilarly to hrotichial 
catarrh. The little patient must be kept to its room in 
an equable temperature, mucilaginous drinks muat be 
given, as althica tea, sugar and water, or emulsioiia and 
espectoranta (IGl); when there are paroxysms of chok- 
ing, emetics (164, 306); when there is much scarcity of 
breath, embrocations of the breast with warm oil ; when

When there is great dyapnosa, and Buffocatioii 
is threatening, emetics (1 6i, 306) are very advaatageon^ 
and are to be repeated as often as the urgency of e&ch. 
particular case calls for them. At the beginning of the 
complaint, as well as when there Is intercurrent exacer^ 
bation, the dyspn<ea is diminished by a scraped hone- 
radish or innstard poultice being applied, even repeatedly, 
upon the thorax. A damp binder may also do good. 
When the sldn is dry and has a burning heat, di^tali; 
with ipecacuan ^307) are appropriate, if the dyspniea 
does not demand an emetic. When there are torment- 
ing fits of coughing, especially in the night, napcoMca, 
aqua Laurocoraai (308), pulv.

For couglijng, the 
usual narcotics are required ; for dyspnrea to a consider- 
able extent, or ayniptoms of suffocation, sn emetic (165) ; 
and for dyspnosa caused by the intensity of the fever, 
digitalis with ipecacuau (307) is indicated. In children 
who are very anajmic, or even marasmatic, from diseases 
past or still progressing, tonics and atimulanta, cinchona 
(158, 169), quinine (219), iron (217), wine, &c., and a 
nourishing, easily digestible animal diet are employed. 
Stimulants, such as camphor (279), liquor ammonite 
anisatus, or lavandulatus (313), or liquor comu cervi 
(314), &c., are necessary in cases where the children 
suddenly collapaa, get cyanotic, and the circulation and 
respiration are much injured. When there ie rickets 
as a complication, cod-liver oil is often useful, and 
should be ordered in the form of an oily emulsion (315) 
before recourse is had to the pure oil.

The treatment consists in reducing and retaining in 
ite proper place the prolapse, and in renioTing the causes 
of the leaiou. In children thia accident happens often 
in consequence of long-standing diarrhoja, in which case 
cure of the latter and cautious replacement of the pro- 
lapsed part, are enough. For replacement, in cose of a 
recent and small prolapse, gentle pressure with tlie hand 
or one or two oiled fingers is usually enough. When the 
prolapsus is large, and has lasted for some hours, the 
Madder should be emptied, the child laid on its belly, 
with the coccygeal region a little raised, and the thighs 
separated from one another ; and the attempt should he 
made with the fingers well oiled to press back the part 
lying nearest the anus by applying the fingers there ; 
when the prolapse ia got hack into the rectum, a finger 
must he introduced to press it higher up into its natural 
position. In order to provide against recurrence, the ap- 
plication of a sponge dipped in cold water, and made fast 
with a T bandage, or of long strips of plaster from the 
pabee past tlie anus to the region of the sacrum, is 
recommended. For cutting operations, which are prac- 
ticable only ia oldish children, the reader is referred to 
works on surgery. Cure of prolapse has also been 
observed through subcutaneous injection of sulphate of 
strychnia. 

KACHITIR^RICKETS. 

The first aim is to remove the causes which created 
or maintain the complaint. A dry, healthy dwelling, 
and pure air and cleanliness, must be provided for ; 
residence in the country is better than in a town, and 
the patients should he taken as much into the open air 
as possible. The nutriment must be appropriate to 
the age, and consist of matters easily digested and 
nourishing; tJtus articles containing a great deal of 
starch, bread, pastry, meal pap [gruyl], potatoes, &c., 
are to be avoided, Suckhngs should have mother's

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milk or cow'a milt till the first tnoth appears ; after thj 
appearance of two to four teeth, some yolk of egg is tt 
be mixed with soup for them ; later still, they ahonli 
have scmped fowl oi veal. The mattress used, ahonic 
be of horsehair, alga, or chopped straw, aud as the chil" 
dreu cansot sit up, the position on the back muat b 
changed occasionally for one on the belly, or the ch" 
must ride in a little cmriage, or be carried as it lies 
its back. Lukewarm baths, given every two to thiB 
days, and contQining one-quarter to one-half ponnd of rod 
salt or sea salt, are very useful. The most effectoj 
jemedy in rickets is cod-liver oil, which ia given eithc 
alone, or, at first, in the form of emulsion (315), fc 
some weeks or even months.

As regards dietetics, proper food, pure air, appropriate 
I moTemeiit, the greatest cleanlinesB, and fitting clothee, 
I must be provided. In oldish children the food must 
I be noutiBhing, and at the same time easy of digestion. 
Bednar reconuuends for bieakfant either good milk, 
acorn eoffee (323), or cocoa, or beef tea with toast. 1 
the midday meal the children should have beef tea irith 
barley, rice, sago, or green herbs, and white bread, but 
never gruel, nor brown bread soup ; besides this, accord- 
ing to the age, a. bit of meat, sometimes roasted, Boms' 
times stewed or steamed, alternating with veal outlet ; 
also proper vegetables, such as spinage, carrot, scorEO- 
nera, cauliflower, sea kale in sugar sauce, may be given. 
In the afternoon, at three o'clock, oldish cliildren shonld 
have a small glass of milk with white bread ; in the 
evenings meat soup. For drink, good fresh water 
best ; in a case here and there a Uttle wine may be 
mixed with it. As regards fruit, one may allow grapes, 
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chemefl, apricots, and Armenian cherries, while apples, 
pears, plums, &c., are seldom well home. The abode 
should be dry, light, roomy, and as much as possible 
exposed to the sun. The bad must he made of horse- 
hair, alga, or ehaff. Ablution of the whole body at 
first with lukewarm and afterwards with cold water, 
cold baths in the summer months, swimming and gym- 
nastics, are remarkably useful ; rubbing the body with 
dry linen or woollen towels after the hath, is also very 



The drug most used is codJiver oil, after that, ferru- 
ginons preparations (317, 317-320, 324-326), and when 
digestion is impaired, bitters (327-334). To those good 
may be attributed, in proportion as under their employ- 
ment with proper dietetic proceedings, the miserable 
aspect of the child gets clearly better. Besides the 
drugs mentioned, others are recommended, aa, — the 
green sheila and leaves of the walnut, laurus berries, 
and Bux mosehata [nutmeg], coitium maculatum, chlo- 
ride of barium, iodide of potasaum, herha jaeese [viola 
tricolor], preparations of antimony and mercury; of 
mineral waters, those that contain salts and iodine. 
When there is swelling of glands, the physician may 
employ a salve with mercury or iodine (207), or gly- 
cerine of iodine (208), without expecting very much 
benefit from them. Extirpation of the glands has not 
generally any permanent result, as a neighbouring gland 
soon increases in size, and the swelling of glands in the 
neighbourhood adds to this one's mass. The treatment 
of scrofulous abscesses situated beneath aponeuroses or 
muscles, is, according to Schuh, not always the same. 
Small abscesses should, if the strength is not very much 
lost, be directly opened with the knil'e. In that way 
the increase in the size of the cavity ia provided against, 
and the small suppurating part closes up under the 
simplest treatment.

U the abscesv 
is laige, and there is not at the foundation of it s 
necrosis to keep up the suppuration, and if the nutritjon 
of the body, and strength are good, opening the absceBSi 
may be ventured on, especially in the young. The inci- 
sion should always be made pretty large, that no matter 
may be kept back to grow fouL If, on account of the 
position and form of the cavity of the abscess, escape of 
the matter is impeded (as, for example, with pBOaft- 
abscess, if the incii^ion was mode in the noighbouihood 
of the beud of the thigh), the cavity must be washed out 
every day, and often with a large quantity ( 
water. When there is deterioration of the matter secreted, 
wash with decoction of oak-bark and of cinchona. I^ 
after the feverish excitement is over, and, in particular, 
the normal temperature of the skin has relumed, strength 
be afforded by a diet of wine and meat, such cases most^ 
get cured in the course of several weeks or months. In' 
all surgical books there is something said about punctnia 
of biK abscesses with a trocar when opening with, a' 
knife is dreaded.

ia Tisually followed by pyiemia. Schuh has not been 
able, therefore, for long to decide in favour of puncture 
of large abscesses in any case, except when there is that 
very violent pain, amenable to no internal or external 
remedy, which eometimes occurs with large ataceseea, 
especially about the buttocks, if a very large nerve ia 
BQTTonnded and compreBSed by matter, or a part very 
rich in nerves is much distended. But in. order to pre- 
vent the accession of the evil consequences of punctnre 
above enumerated, only a email quantity of fluid ahould 
l>e evacuated, and thia ia alwaya sufBcient to relieve the 
pain. If it happena that gas has become developed after 
repeated puncturing, the surgeon should haateu to evar 
cuate the abscess by a thorough incision, because the 
greatest danger that can arise from the incision is not to 
be compared with that which decomposed matter en- 
closed in the body will cause. He should try, by dili- 
gently injecting with the remedies mentioned, to im- 
prove the quality of the secretion. Into large cold 
abscesses iodine has been injected in recent times (a 
couple of ounces of the tincture, with the same quantity 
of water, and a little iodide of potassium), the fluid 
being let out with a trocar j uat before the inj ection, tmd 
the cavity cleaned out by injecting warm water. This 
treatment, when it is suitable, ia carried out for this 
affection as for hydrocele. Although absorption of the 
fresh exudation does not take place in most cases, and 
BO in thia instance, too, after the inflammation, which 
has been artificially excited, has run ita courae, the 
abscesa resum.ea ita usual progreaa, atill the injection of 
iodine is of some use, in so far as the dangei' of the open- 
ing by incision, which at last becomes necessary, ia 
diminished ; the inflammatory reaction being leas, and 
the loss of vital fluid by suppuration less abundant, 
because many vessels in the walls of the abscess were 
occluded by the action of the iodine, and these walls 
were prepared for more active granulation. Scrofulous 
abscesses in the subcutaneous cellular tissue of the neck 
and face have a peculiarity, in so mucli as we must in 
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their treatment try to avoid ugly scare. Therefore, if 
the akin is not ranch attennatod, the abscess should be 
opened with the knife in the uenal way, in order to 
avoid its getting thin and slonghing. If redness and 
attenuation hare already appeared, opening alone ia not 
Buificient to gain the desired end, and one must remove 
after the incision the skin that is red and thin with the 
scissors, and bind up the wound twice daily with a 
aalve, consisting of htdf an ounce of lard, with four grains 
of red oxide of mercury. If it should he evident, after 
removal of the skin, that the layer of newly-formed 
cellular tissue is very loose and sodden, it is a good 
thing to touch the part thoroughly with lunar caustic, 
and not to use the ointment till after the soah has been 
Just the same treatment should be instituted 
t if the abscess has burst, and a scrofulous ulcer has to 
I Ije dealt with. In this way a not very conspicuous scar 
may be mode in a short time, while otherwise these 
swellings, especially on the face, remain soft, fluctuat- 
ing, painless ma^es, unchanged for years together, and, 
in the most favourable cases, leave conspicuous marks- 
behind them when they at length heal up.

To counteract ajphilia in new-bom children embroca-

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VOMITUS VOMITING. 

In the vomiting of children at the breast the quality 
of the milk must be examined, the quantity imbibed 
must be regulated, so that the child gets only a small 
allowance; and, immediately after taking this, no violent 
movements, such as swinging, rocking, &c., must be 
made. For the vomiting which often attacks sucklings 
from irritability of the stomach without any particular 
exciting cause, Bednar recommends ipecacuan. For 
exaggerated secretion of acid, aqua calcis (244), carbonate 
of soda (245, 246), lapides cancrorum (246), potio 
Riveri, &c., are useful. In grown children, vomiting 
arises sometimes from overloading the stomach, and 
from eating injurious articles, in which cases the vomit- 
ing which succeeds is a sufficient remedy. In cases of 
symptomatic vomiting, the primary complaints (aifec- 
tions of the brain, stomach, intestine, and kidneys) 
are to be looked to. For grown-up children the treat- 
ment given in the " Pocket-book for Medical Diseases," * 
under the head of " Vomiting," is also appropriate.

ON BRITISH PRACTICE. 




The dietetic treatment, as reconimeiideii by Dr DiUnbereer. 
is prautiiseii only to a limited extent in this country. Often 
tlie patientK are alluwed to get about during a tedions Stet 
Btage. Some give ergot to bring on pains; the modes of 
local stimulation of the womb (catheterising, donche, &c.) 
bave not been much employed in hibour at the full time. 

Opium is sometimes given, and, no doubt, with advantage 
to rery nervous women. Ergot is given much according to 
Dr Dilluherger's indications. Some object to it in first labonrs 
(Neligan on " Medicines"). It is considered dangerous to the 
child to bring on the full effects of ei^t, strong and steady 
pains with hardly any interval. The belief that ergot in it- 
self ia poisonous to the infant is not now general. (Dr Uve- 
dale West published a case of twins where the first was dead, 
and seemed to have been poisoned by ergot administered to 
hasten laboar, but the second child was born alive and well) 

In the tliird stage, we mostly rely on pressure and friction 
extamally, traction at the cord, and eigot, if there ia not 
I'iolent hemorrhage ; on ergot, cold water on the abdomen, 
and introduction of the hand into the womb, if there is violent 
hfemorrhuge. In the former case, the placenta is removed 
after it has lain for two hours ; in the latter case, it is re- 
moved if there are partial adhesioos. If there are no such, 
the hand is used more as a atimulus to the uterus, being left 
in till contraction ensues, whUe cold and pressure are applied 
externally. 

Of the measures recommended in this work, the kneading 
movement on the abdomen (das Massiren) ia not syatemati- 
callj used, but is practically employed in some shape in this 
country. The introduction of the hand ia looked on by many 
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a proceeding of some hazard (ChurcMU, who c^uotes Dm-

When abortion cannot be avoided, interference is practised 
only if hsimorrh^e comes on, or if all or part of the ovum is 
retained and causing mischief For hiemorrhage, beudes 
plugging (of which coTpenrysiB is a form), we use ergot. Cold 
water on (he abdomen is another auxiliary. For retained 
oTum, digital extraction is not often practised (recommended, 
however, by Tanner* after the use of sponge tents) ; freah 
plugging, ergot and injections are rather trusted to. Inatni- 
mentel removal is occasionally practised (by a small forceps, 
sheathed hooks, curettes, &;o. — Churchill's " Midwifery," &c.). 
Cauterisation, of the sort mentioned in the li 
seldom reaorted to in cases of abortion.

The galvrinocftuitic wire ie Got in use except at some boe- 
mtals, and in the practice of a few surgeons ; nor is it within 
the reach of moat practitioners. £ut ita elegance, the ease 
with which it can be applied, and the few diaadyantages fol- 
lowing its use, are extending its appUcatlon. 



The treatment is mainly the same as that pursued in this 
countiy, though a number of other remedies, auawering the 
same indications as the author's, will reudily snggeat them- 
selves to a British practitioner. 

Some believe in prevention of this variety being possible. 
The usual general measures to prevent local congestion, also 
local depletion, warm baths and iodine, are the principal 
means employed with such a view. 

Leeches to the womb are not much used ; West disadvises 
them, preferring the perineum, groins, &o. 

Gallic ucid is frequently prescribed for the haraorthage, 
and la believed to be useful Eight or teu grains are given 
every three or four honrs (West, &c.) Tamponing is, I be- 
lieve, seldom used, except for short periods when emergencies 
have to be met. 

Operative interference is cautiously undertaken, and only 
in cases where the morbid growth is limited and accessible 
(as Dr Dillnbe^er describes). Yienna paste, uhloride of 
zinc, and such caustics, are very rarely used for cancer of the 
womb (Rigby* eonlines their application to small c 
tubercles about the size of peas.) 



The British practice is generally, I believe, constitutional 
treatment of some sort, and injections. Specific di-ugs are 
sometimes given of the sorts mentioned by the author, to 
whose list may he added cantharides, copaiba, turpentine, &c.

Canteriaing has not 
I tokeii much hold of the profeaaion generallj ; but canstica, to 
a stimulant extent, or aatriogents, are used, b; snabbiug, or 
bj Ihe introducUoD at dosails, or bj lightlj tonching witJi a 
solid body (nitrate of silver in solution, tincture of iodine, 
solutions of taimiii, of alum, of sulphate of zinc or copper, of 
carbolic acid in water or glycerine, and solid lunar caustic, 
being some of tlie means used). 

ConoteMrritBtion over the aacmm by a liniment of camphor 
and croton, one put of croton liniment to l«n of simple 
camphor liniment (as long ago recommended by West), is too 
seldom used, ed &r as I have seen, considering its ments ; 
backache is the part of the complaint against which it pre- 
vails most, but the discharge too is at least temporarily dimin- 
ished. The necessity of a causal treatment of leucorrh<£a is 
gradunlly getting to be more recogoiaed. 

English waters, similar to those mentioned under leacor-

The iinpregaated womb is principally referred to in the- 
I' text ; the first method mentioned applies to any recent caae. 
I In the unimpregnated womb the treatment in this countn' 
consists of medicinal tonics, of evacuation of the bladder ana 
rectum, of cold douches or hatha, of rest in the prone pOTidon,' 
of blood-lettings (if indicated) about the genitals, of aBtringeDti 
and t^nic injections, of occasional replacement, and the use of 
pessaries. The last two are occasionally not used. Intra-' 
Uterine Bl«ms seem generally disapproved of. 
The treatment in the impregnated state of the womb corre- 
I aponds in the main with tliit mentioned by Dr DUlnberger. 



uterine supports are now little naed in Britain. Pessariesi 
(ire employed in cases of flexion, of which many, more or leas 
ingenioua, have been lately invented (see, e.g., Dr GraJly 
Hewitt's work on Diseases of Women, p. 607), alid are to be 
found on the lists of surgical instnunent malcers. The 
tborongh regulation of the patient's functiona, eapecially as 
bearing on the pelvic viscera, ia aimed at, and tie treatment 
of cBiiaes, consequencoa, nnd complications is more or leas 
Hccompliahed. 

X-^INVBRBIOS OF THE WOMB, 

In recent conaiderable inversion two queations present 
theraselvea. Should the placenta be removed before return- 
ing? Should pressure be made on the fundus or about the 
inverted neck? Few, I believe, would remove the placenta 
to begin with. But if the woman were otherwise strong, it 
wonldbe removed by a confident piactitioner. The second ques- 
tion is probably always answered at the bedside only. Mani- 
pulative tact soon discovers the most hopeful way. In a case 
of years' standing, Marion Sims reduced by pressure on the 
Fundus. 

Replacement of a small inversion through the rectum, and 
incision of the neck of the womb, are not general in this 
country. 

Chronic inversion is held to require palliation; if that is 
vain, removal by ligatnre or excision. 

XL — PROLAPBB OP THE WOMB. 

A very great variety of pesBories is used in this country, of 
which oval and globular boxwood pesaaries, ring pessaries, disc 
pessaries, and tiiose of india-rubber capable of inflation, are 
the most common. For others, see the lists of surgical instru- 
ment makers. Zwanck'a pessary has long been knov 
used with success in Britain (see "West on " Disei 
Women," Tanner on "Practice of Medicine," under "Pro- 
IspsuB Uteri '^. Hull's, Aah burner's, Bums's arc the names 
of abdominal belts in use for prolapsus, and there are others 



Treatment in this country is in a transition atate as regards 
general meaHures and medicines; measures directed ti '^ 
uteras are not ao freely undertaken as in Austria.

Bleeding is still puraaed in " athenic" cases, botli be a pnv 
phylactic and be a means of cure (see, for example, a. paper by 
J>r Hall Davia, published in the Obstetrical Societ/s Trans- 
actions for lfi70}. On the other hand, when tlie urine a 
found to be albuminous, it is generally recommended not to 
bleed; and the realm of tbe "sthenoa" is no doubt thna 
seriously invaded (see, for example, Tanner in " I'he Signa 
and Diseases of Pregnaacj"). Blistering and calomel are 
still very much used. Enemiita are generally givciL The 
chloroform treatment has made some way, and the treatment 
by acids has been well recommended (Tanner, op, nit.), and is 
no doubt pmctised to aome extent. Numeroas other meuiares 
are fallen upon in individual cases — cold to the head, nar- 
ootica, &C. 

As regurds obstetrical measures, tbe induction of prenuiture 
labour ia, I believe, but little practised in this country, even 
when, regular convulsLons being only in prospect, there seems 
every chance that the mother will in thia way get clear over 
her labour without any thorough attack ; the propriety of thia 
proceeding has, however, been taught. The employmeot of 
oolpeuiysia (or a substitute), and of uterine cathetensation in 
the first Hta^e, is uertaioiy unknown in general practice. It 
is opposed by two common beliefs— firstly, that the uterus 
shares in the convulsion; aad secondly, that any additional 
. atimulua in the uterine region will produce additional con- 
^.Tulsiona as much as additional uterine contractions. 

Por the last reason, too, digital dilatation is generally dis- 
P iQountenanced. 

Delivery by the short forceps when the child's head ia pro- 
perly situated is common practiae. Turning is usually pre- 
leried to the long forceps ; but probably in the case pat bk 
suitable for the latter, expectant treatment would be pursued. 
That there are cases for expectant treatment throughout 
k (obatetrically) ia allowed. Analogy would lead one to cou- 
['^ude that cases where a convulsive tendency has previouAty 
nifested itself come under this category. In the oppoute 
cases there is probably some agent extraneous to the 
i system operating strongly against the wonted atabiUtf 
of tbe latter, which agent may be also more easily reached by 
professional skill thau a long-standing tendency of tbe aenaori-, 
motor machinery to let off power in the form of general oonvul-

Taoniu in some form is a valnable addition in British 
practice to tlje list of remedies mentioned. 



The modes of trentment that have been pursued bave been 
Tery various ; and, if one fact is agreed on more than others, 
it is that the treatment must be suited to the vatjing eha- 
racter of each " epidemic." 

At present genend bleeding is probably not often resorted 
to ; leeches and calomel, nitb low diet, are the means em- 
ployed in eaaea suitable for antiphlogosia ; opium ia considered 
the most useful dmg in &11 cases, and nourishment and sti- 
mulants nee given according to indication. Among tbe 
nnnieroua sorts of further treatment, that by perchloride of 
iron (Barnes's) ia prominent. The local treatment consists, 
sometimes in leeching, always in applying poultices, fomen- 
tations or stupes, to the abdomen, when, as generally, there is 
localised mischief there ; and not unfrequently in ablutions, 
medicated or otherwise, to the womb and vagina. 

Latterly, theory appearing to tend to the abnost invariable 
commencement of the evil in suppurative affection of tlie 
genital passages, especial stress has been laid on the precau- 
tionary measures necessary for guarding against infection of 
the mother with septic material, provocation of inflammation 
in the passages, and absorption of neighbouring fluids by 
the uterine walk (Drs Snow Beck, Graily Hewitt, £raxton 
Hicks, &c.) 

Bark haa been one of the many drugs given in this country, 
and quinine is known as a remedy in puerperal fever, but 
these have not acquired such a prominence aa Dr Dillnberger 
(following Braun) gives them. This constitutes the cMef 
diiference between the Austrian and the British treatment. 



The British treatment is well represented by that put for- 
ward in this work. 

The advantage alleged to attend excision, and the hopeful- 
ness of expectant treatment during labour, are points to be

A bromme treatment (bromide of potassium) was recom- 
mended by Sir James Simpson.

The only remark that fiUla to be made is aa regards imdi 
of the affected breust for the evacuation of matter. Many 
prefer to leave the process of evacuation to natnre. A stiU 
greater number delay incision till the matter shows itself very 
evidently. Early incision (i.e., on the mere suspicion of fluo- 
iuation, which is not alwaya easy of detection in this re^on) 
'" again, frequently approved of and practised. 

SX. HKTROBIIHAOIA (INCLUDIKO BeSOBaSAOIA). 

To the moiles of treatment mentioned, British practice lulils 
30 antiphlogistia treatment of cases Hocompaiiied by atheaic 
feveriahneas, uud confilstingiaHooiAetting, or in mercurials 
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^tli low diet, rest, &c. To the aatiingeutH 
t be added gallic acid and mutico. Digitalis 
has been used. Injections are not, I think, in general use for 
menorrhai^a ; certainly intra-uterine injections are not. 

During pregnaucy, rupture of the membranes, and pri>duc- 
^ion of debveiy artificially, are sometimes instituted. 



We have in Britain our awn list of remedies for neuralv[ia- 
This rariety is so often associated with general weakness, that 
iron suits and quinine are the remedies used in most of the 
cases. But, besides these, mask, vulerian, valerianate of uni- 
nionia, of quinine, of zinc ; belladonna, oannnbia indica, and 
other Dorcntica ; idiloroform, oonium, and other sedatives ; 
ether, chloride of ammoniuci, arnica, and other stimulants ; 
bromide of potnssiuio, various tonics, topically stimulation, 
irritation, galvaiiisni, injection of morphia, &c., have all been 
more or less employed in neuralgia of this and allied kinds. 

KSn, — bbioht's disease. 
Attention should be directed to the treatment by acids 
mentioned in the test. This treatment has not beeu much 
tried in BritAin. 



This is one, at least, of the sources of vaginismus. The 
treatment bv forcible dilatation of the vagina under chloro- 
form (see die by Dr W. P. Hood, LaMtt for 1869, vol. a 
p, Sni) is more or leas applicable, aud employed io thi^ 
complaint. 



Besides astringent washes with sulphate of zinc, acetate of 
lead, aluui, tannin, &c., the ointment of galls and opium of 
the British pharmacopteia is a very favourite local remedy in 
this country for piles that are not inflamed. 

A T-bandage of caoutchouc is not much used, and is worthy 
of attention. 



An abortive, or an antiphlogistic and eliminative treatment 
is still practised, but the tendency is towards palliative 
measures, both local and constitution aJ, during the acute Eitoge, 
and pressure, friction, regular living, change of air, Ionics, 
and restoratives in tlic later stages.

Saline purgatives, antimoniala, mcrcuiy, blbod-letting be- 
. ng to the former lines of treatment ; blisters to the pari may 
be classed alon^ witJi these as being probably equally expen- 
sive to the patient.

XXVIII.— RTJPTO BE or THB WOMB. 

British practice varies somewhat from that stated in the

the slightest risk of destroying the child's life, which prerails 
in Raman Catholic comninnities, muat be taken into account.

XXX.— AS 01 s A FADCIIIM. 

The treatment mentioned difflera a good deal fcom ouns, 
especially in the articles of poultices (very generally employed , 
1 believe), of purgatives [also generally employed), and of 
leeching or scarification (which I do not think to he common). 
Ice is not commonly used, hut I have seen spirit lotion con- 
tinuously applied with good results. As regiuds gargles 
there is a question. Some approve of them ; some disapprove, 
because they cause exertion and therefore Irritation of the 
diseased parte, bo as regards external irritants, some nse 
them, others do not. Swahbing with solution of nitrate of 
silver (gr. x.— xi. or more to ^j, aq. dest,) is very much em- 
ployed by many pmctitionera, and gives general satisfaction 
so far aa I have seen. Others deny its power. 



The Vienna treatment differs from the British in the eutire 
dismiaaal of general blood-letting, calomel, and iodide of 
potaaaiom from the list of useful remedies. There is a 
tendency in the same direction in this country. 

Water treatment of some sort, and emetics, with local treat- 
ment of the nature of depletion, fomentation, or counter- 
irritation, are common to both systems, Cold water atfusiona 
have not been muoh used, but much has been said in their 
favour. 

Quinine ia not systematically employed in this country tor 

In the initial stage the drugs recommended (narcotics) are 
tiot used much with us. Emetics are more favoured remedies. 
This difference is worth consideration.

The general measures (such as those 
with which the division concludes) ure insisted on. perhaps 
with too tittle vigour. 



Except as r^ards the prominence given to the chlorofon 
treatment, there is nopointof importance in which the Vienn 
practice differs from the British. 



The diet allowed is more extended, and the number of 
drugs thought available is smaller than in British practice. 
Veal or chicken soup is often considered by us contra^indicH- 
ted, like other animal foods. The first measure generally 
taken is, I believe, to stop for some hours the ingestion of any 
pither nourishment than a little barley- or s^o-water. Farinn- 
oeous foods are afterwards preferred. 

The raw meat treatment, though long known, has not, I 
think, made much way in this country, not so much probably 
as it deserves. In order to avoid the risk of the child's 
swallowing entozoal germs.

The 
dependence of the disease on tubercle, though geueraJIy ac- 
knowledged as true in the great m^oritj' of instances, is not

The necessity for mout careful prophylactic measures is 
strongly insisted on by writers on the subject (West, Tanner, 
&c.), but auch measures are difficult to carry ont, for the 
medical man is not consulted till it is too late for tliese. 

On the other hand, in practice, general bleeding, blister- 
ing, and calomel, are stiU employed, and such measures are 
eren taught Iodide of potaasium with iodide of iron, and 
cod-liver oil, are recommended by Drs Tanner and Meadows 
("Diaeaaea of Iniancy andChildliood," p. 173). Of the bene- 
fit derived from cold to the head at the proper stage, there 
seems to be little doubt, and the nae of stimulants (port wine 
with beef-tea— op. oit.) will also approve itself when not 
about with judgment, and in answer to clear indications.

The view taken of these coses by British authorities is by 
uo means so hopeless as that expressed by Dr Dillnberger. 
The prognosis is, indeed, always of a n 
bnt there seems to be no doubt that 
under treatment have been observed. 

The plans of treatment pursued are inunction of mercurial 
ointment, painting iodine on the scalp, pressure, puncture, 
and counter-irritation. As an example of the last, I have 
known a large ciuctal incision to be made on the scalp, and 
an irritating ointment (of savine, I think), applied to the mw 
surface, so aa to keep an open wound for some time ; and, 
not only was the proceeding said to have been 8uccesa(ul, but 
adults with the cicatrix of the incision still visible have been 
pointed out or mentioned by name to me. Internally mercu- 
rial preparations, diaphoretics, and nutrients with iodine, as 
well aa suitable treatment for complications, are employed. 

The apparent extremeness of the views of the text rests 
undoubtedly on a large experience of cases. At the same 
time, the fact that an opening ia given for treatment under 
" acute hydrocephalus," with which (in a more or less mild 
form) many instances of the chronic disease no doubt com-

The strongest 
caaea do not refer to mammary cancer; and, indeed, tlie 
general tendency of evidence is against chloral as an nntea- 
uietic. In epithelioma and nterine cancer part of the effect 
may perhaps be attribnted to the alleviation of the mental 
distress which often creates half the pain in these fanns,

In erom, true and ialse, chloral may tmn out of a 
nse for alleTiating spasm. In the distressing cough of bron- 
akitis it seema to have done good in some bands (Dr J. C. 
0. Will, in LaTicet for 1870), but not in others (Dr J. Swift. 
Walker, JHd., p. 372) ; and this may probably be accounted 
for by the more or leas neurotic character of the morbid 
process. 

In severe chorea good resnita have been obtained (Ibid., 
pp. 79, 501, Drs William Alexander and Carruthers). In 
ordinary chorea I have obtained the cessation of noctur- 
nal urination, but not of the Bpasmodic moyementa. Over 
the former it seems undoubtedly to possess an influence.

These are generally regarded in tbis country with some 
little distrust, owing to uncertainty of their actual strength. ' 
Dilute hydrocyanic acid on the one hand, and some pre- 
paration of opinm or morphia of known atrengtli on the 
other, are oftai used instead of them. This proceeding has 
advantages, and (probably) disadvantogea — the latter, since it 
is seen, in regard to diet, that chemically pure substances 
(albumen, &c) ore not physiologically so advantageous as more 
complex natural oombiiMtiona, in which they form but one 
conatitnent (aa fiesh, &c.) ; and the same rule muy at least 
be extended to pathological diet, in so far as that it becou- 
L ceded that the effest of a principle {e.g., morphia), pven in 
its natural combination (with codeia, narcotina, &c, as opium), 
is Bomethiug different from ita effeota when given pure, leaving 
it to observation to confirm the foot of the difterenoe being in 
the direction of greater enei^ of the principle. Snch con- 
firmation seems to be given in the caae of opium, in part 
at least, by the very general practice of surgeoDS in case of 
peal emergency (as in strangulated hernia, pha^dajna, gan- 
grene, Sic), as well as of physicians (in peritonitia, colic, &o.), 
viz., that of inculcating and practiaing the administration of 
solid opium, and not of morphia.

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LII. — MINERAL WATERS. 

A brief statement may be given of the waters, accessible 
without leaving this country, having similar effects to those 
mentioned in this work. 

Karlsbad, Marienbad, Kissingen, and the saline waters 
generally, may be compared to Cheltenham, Leamington, and 
Harrogate. These last possess less gas than the continental 
waters ; and the Harrogate springs contain sulphur in addi- 
tion to the salines. Sea water is partly comparable to the 
same springs. 

Kreuznach, Hall, Krankenheil, &c., may be compared with 
Woodhall, and with sea water ; to a less extent, with Ashby- 
de-la-Zouche and Tenbury. 

Ems is alkaline, gaseous, and saline, and has no proper 
equivalent in this country (Glover). 

Franzensbad, (&c.), may be compared with the Scarborough 
springs, and with the iron springs of Harrogate and Buxton. 
'It has, however, more carbonic acid gas than these. Fer- 
ruginous springs are found in many parts of Britain, generally 
with more or less local reputation.
